Then the sleeping AMA would 
have a steady supply of racers coming 
up. Perhaps the AMA is phasing out flat 
track; maybe that's why they don't seem 
to care about entry level flat track events.

wo weeks ago, Grand Prix fans 
wondered why defending World 
Champion Michael Doohan 
threw away certain victory in an 
unforced crash at Jerez. At the Nurbur- 
gring on Sunday, they were left wonder- 
ing again. 

For a second successive race, pole 
qualifier Doohan crashed the Repsol 
Honda out of the lead for a no-points 
score, leaving a second win of the season 
to Lucky Strike Suzuki rider Daryl Beat- 
tie, who now holds a 29-point lead over 
Doohan in the World Championship. 

At least this time Doohan was under 
pressure from the calm and collected 24- 
year-old Beattie, who had led from the 
start, and fought back after Doohan 
caught up and got by. Beattie's red-and- 
white Suzuki was inches behind as 
Doohan's Honda slipped, stumbled and 
fell on the ninth of 27 laps of the twisting 
circuit alongside the classic old-track in 
the Eifel mountains. 

Doohan had crashed in practice as 
well, breaking a finger and racing in a 
specially-made glove. This time he was 
unhurt, and threw his arms in the air in a 
gesture of frustration and despair before 
stomping off back to the pits. 

From then on, Nurburgring first-timer 
Beattie was unchallenged, taking his sec- 
ond win of the season by almost 10 sec- 
onds. Second in an exciting all-action 
race went to Luca Cadalora's Marlboro 
Yamaha, with the Italian waiting until 
the last bends to pounce on Shinichi 
Itoh's Repsol Honda to lead across the 
line by less than a tenth. 

Repsol Honda's Alex Criville claimed 
fourth, a similar distance ahead of sur- 
prise Jerez winner Alberto Puig and the 
Fortuna Honda; and while a problem- 
stricken provisional fast qualifier Loris 











Capirossi and the Marlboro Honda faded 
to a lonely sixth, Kanemoto Honda's 
Alex Barros and Norifumi Abe on the 
Marlboro Yamaha were locked in a sus- 
tained struggle for seventh, narrowly 
won by the Brazilian. 

After cold conditions in practice led to 
almost 50 crashes, the return to the Eifel 
mountains for the first time since 1990 
saw the sun come out and temperatures 
rise a little, and more than 50,000 fans 
made the trip back to the historic heart of 
German racing. 

They saw Italian defending World 
Champion Max Biaggi sweep to a second 
dominant win of the season on the 
Chesterfield Aprilia, starting from pole 
and leading from the first corner to the 
last. 

At the finish, Rainey Marlboro Yama- 
ha's title leader Tetsuya Harada had 
closed a 10-second gap to less than two 
seconds as Biaggi fought slides with a 
ruined rear tire. Second place retained 
Harada’s shrinking title lead. 

Rainey nearly scored a rostrum dou- 
ble, only two weeks after the former 
triple champion's first race win as a team 
owner. In a strong ride that confirmed 
his arrival among the fast men, Kenny 
Roberts Jr. was beaten for third by just a 
quarter of a second by 1994 title runner- 
up Tadayuki Okada on the HRC Honda, 
after a race-long four-man battle. Elf 
Tech-3's Jean-Philippe Ruggia was half- 
a-second adrift, with Chesterfield April- 
ia's Jean-Michel Bayle a close sixth. 

German hero Ralf Waldmann had 
been with the leaders in the early stages, 
but crashed out unhurt on the HB Honda 
on the fourth of 22 laps. 

Blumex Rheos Honda's Harachuki 
Aoki won a breathtaking 125cc GP, bid- 
ing his time in the thick of what was at 
one stage a 10-bike battle to move past 
late leader Noboru Ueda and claim his 
fourth win in five races. Rising Spaniard 
Emilio Alzamora (Scot Racing Honda)

followed the two Japanese rivals home a 
close third, with the first non-Honda, Ste- 
fano Perugini's Nastro Azurro Aprilia in 
fourth. Title defender Kazuto Sakata and 
the Krona Aprilia had been with the 
leaders when he fell. He remounted, only 
to crash again on the last lap. 

Swiss rider Yves Briguet won a hard- 
fought Thunderbikes race, his second 
victory in two rounds on the Honda 
CBR600 F-3. 

In a race held on Saturday, Briton 
Darren Dixon won the Sidecar GP after a 
close battle with Steve Abbott. Both were 
riding Windle outfits, giving the first 
non-LCR race wins since 1982. All five 
outfits powered by the new Swiss-Auto 
V-four engines broke down, including 
early leader Paul Guedel and front-run- 
ner Rolf Biland. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


Beattie led from the start, with 
Doohan in the pack, fifth at the end of the 
first lap, while Puig led the pursuit. 

The defending World Champion 
quickly picked off the lesser riders, pass- 
ing Cadalora and Puig in two consecu- 
tive bends, and was in second and clos- 


: ing by the second lap. At the end of the 


fourth, he was on Beattie, and outbraked 
him into the first corner. 

But he didn't pull away, and when he 
had a slip and near-crash on the seventh 
lap, Beattie was ready and waiting to 
take the lead again. 

Doohan repassed him into the hairpin 
the next time around, and was still nar- 
rowly ahead when he had his second 











crash of the weekend, on the run down 
the hill. 

It looked as though he'd lost the rear 
wheel, but he told his pit crew that it had 
been the front that went first, and that he 
was mystified after having taken that 
bend at the same speed and on the same 
line without any problems all weekend. 
Then he withdrew behind the locked 
door of his motorhome to lick his 
wounds, and it was left to Beattie to find 
an explanation. 

"There was a little bump there, and it 
looked as though Mick hit it," Beattie 
explained. “It just broke the tire loose for 
a moment, and he was off." 

From then on the Lucky man had lit- 
tle to do except maintain his lap times 
and keep on drawing away to take an 
unchallenged second race win. "I'd 
planned a steady start, but this morning 
we found an even better suspension set- 
up that meant I could go hard straight 
away, even with a hard-compound rear 
tire," the young Aussie said. "When 
Mick went, he made it easier for me. I 
just tried to stay smooth. It's great to get 
a decent lead on points, but with 10 races 
left it’s way too soon to start thinking 
about the championship." 

Behind him, Cadalora, riding for a 
second successive race on "production" 
Michelin slicks, had run straight through 
the unpopular tight new chicane. This 
allowed Itoh to catch up апа start apply- 
ing the pressure, after working through 
strongly from a seventh-place start. 
When he attacked on lap 18, Cadalora 
didn't resist. "I'd tried to keep a gap, but 
he could go faster than me." 

Instead Cadalora waited in his wheel- 
tracks, making one dummy attack with 
three laps left at the last chicane. Then he 
fooled Itoh by making his move one cor- 
ner earlier on the last lap. "He caught me 
by surprise," admitted Itoh later, who 
was barely a tenth of a second behind 
across the line. 

Puig had gradually lost ground, while 
Capirossi and Criville had caught up, 
riding along with Itoh. Then Capirossi 
was forced to abandon the chase after a 
near crash, blaming brake problems. 

This left the two Spaniards in close 
company, with Criville moving past Puig 
on lap 18, and hanging on to fourth to the 
finish, under considerable pressure. 

Behind the lone Capirossi, Barros had 
been with the battlers early on, but faded 
in seventh, only to come under attack 
from Abe's slow-starting Marlboro 
Yamaha. He just fended the Japanese 
rider off across the line. "I tried to pass 
him many times, but his bike was just too 
fast," said the Japanese rider, who used 
one of the new rear Dunlops with a front 
Michelin for the race. 

Aprilia's Loris Reggiani was a distant 
ninth, blaming carburetion problems for 
an inability to match his practice form 
that almost netted him a first front-row 
start for the lightweight 400cc V-twin. 
Juan Borja was 10th, top privateer again, 
well clear of Christiano Migliorati. Adri- 
an Bosshard won a close battle with Lau- 
rent Naveau's similar ROC Yamaha for 
12th, with Neil Hodgson and Jean Jean- 
dat taking the final points. There were 21 
finishers; not among them early retiree 
Scott Gray. 

Doohan clocked the best lap, a record · 
on the revised track, on lap three while 
he closed on Beattie. 












Beattie now leads the title chase by 29 
points, on 99 points to Doohan's 70. Puig 
has 67, Cadalora 66 and Criville 61. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


Biaggi said before the race that his first 
visit to the Nurburgring reminded him of 
Shah Alam. His pre-race threats proved 
well-founded. He got a fine start, led into 
the first corner, then pulled majestically 
away as he did in Malaysia. He set the 
fastest lap of the race on the second lap, 
and didn't let up until the 18th, by which 
time he was 12 seconds clear. 

The drama now came purely from the 
stopwatches as the gap started to shrink - 
though it was impossible to tell whether 
Biaggi was easing back or really in trou- 
ble. He started the last lap with the cush- 
ion shrunk to four seconds, and finished 
with it below two. And afterward he 
explained. 

“I chose very soft tires so as to get 
away early on, but that destroyed my 
rear. It was sliding badly and by the end 
it was ruined." 

The race for second was only slightly 
more eventful. 

Top French privateer Olivier Jacque 
made a flyer from the third row to seize 
second, helping Biaggi break away as he 
delayed Harada and Waldmann. It took 
them until the third lap to pile past the 
RS Honda one after the other, and Biag- 
gi's slipstream was now a distant dream. 

Waldmann didn't last much longer. 
On the next lap he pushed too hard on 
the troublesome slippery hairpin at the 
bottom of the hill, slid, and slipped off 
the low side. Now Harada was alone, 
unthreatened from behind, unable to do 
more than keep pushing to keep Biaggi 
at least vaguely in sight. 

It was the battle for third that kept the 
race alive. As rising star Jacque faded, 
blaming tires rather than the expected 
lack of horsepower from his non-works 
Honda, Ruggia and Roberts went off 
together with Okada and Bayle soon to 
close up behind. 

At first Roberts seemed to have the 
better of it. Ruggia would immediately 
respond to every overtaking move, get- 
ting back at the next corner most times, 
but he was looking the more ragged. But 
they were slowing each other, and the 
other pair caught up on lap 17, just as 
Roberts missed his braking point for the 
chicane (he later said' he'd been foxed by 
the lack of wind resistance in Ruggia's 
draft) and ran into the dirt, rejoining 
between Okada and Bayle. 

They swapped back and forth, and 
they started the last lap Ruggia, Roberts, 
Okada, Bayle, with the young American 
diving ahead down the hill. 

Okada was the clever one. “I passed 
Ruggia up the hill, then Roberts was 
slowed behind a backmarker on the back 
straight,” he said. “I passed him going 
into the chicane.” Ruggia’s defeat had 
another dimension - fogging problems 
had forced him to ride with his visor ajar, 
and his eyes were watering badly. 

Thus they finished Okada, Roberts, 
Ruggia, Bayle, the group covered by just 
over one second. 

Another group had been scrapping 
behind, with the closing-laps scramble 
seeing Carles Checa’s Fortuna Honda 
just pipping Nobuatso Aoki’s Blumex 
Honda and d’Antin’s MX’Onda Honda. 
Just off the back after tangling with back- 
markers came Aprilia test rider Marcelli- 
no Lucchi in tenth. 

Jacque was 11th, with Jurgen vdGoor- 
bergh 12th, well clear of his brother 
Patrick and Docshop Aprilia teammate 
Niall Mackenzie, with second Maxell 
Honda rider Sadunori Hikita taking 15th 
and the last title point after dropping 
back at the finish. 




















































































































There were 22 finishers. 

Biaggi’s win put him on 93 points, 
five behind Harada. Waldmann is third 
on 74, with Aoki on 56 and Okada and 
Ruggia equal in fifth overall on 42. 


125cc GRAND PRIX 


The usual brawl enlivened the first 
half of the race, with four different lead- 
ers over the line in that time, and a few 
others elsewhere on the track as they ran 
into corners three and four abreast. Well 
up among them was Kazuto Sakata, but 
the works Aprilia rider slipped off on the 
11th lap, rejoining in 13th place only to 
crash again at the finish after working his 
way back up to seventh. 

That place eventually went to new 
Honda star Tomomi Manako, who also 
slid off out of the front group, remount- 
ing to force his way through from 13th. 

With five laps to go, there were still 
four of them tooth and nail with Ueda 
leading narrowly from Aoki, Alzamora 
and Honda-mounted Akira Saito. Then 
Saito had the crash of the weekend. 
Flicked out of the saddle at the tight chi- 
cane, he landed face down across the fuel 
tank with both legs on one side of the 
bike. He was still going, and fought to 
regain control. But the bike turned inex- 
orably left, and eventually deposited the 
heartbroken rider in the gravel. 

Ueda was in front from laps 16 to 22, 
riding his bucking Honda on the very 
limit. But Aoki was biding his time, and 
on the last lap pulled out all the stops to 
sweep into the lead. He was seven tenths 
ahead of Ueda at the finish, with 
Alzamora left almost 1.5 seconds behind 
in the final dash. 

Perugini was fourth, short of power 
after a last-minute change to a spare 
engine for his Aprilia; Dirk Raudies, 
injured in practice, rode a steady race to 
bring the HB Honda home fifth. Then 
came Nakajoh’s Honda and Manfred 
Geissler’s Aprilia. 

Aoki's fourth win gives him a massive 
47-point lead, with 100 points to Perugi- 
ni's 53. Then Sakata has 49, Alzamora 47 
and Ueda 44. 


THUNDERBIKE TROPHY 


Swiss rider Yves Briguet won his sec- 
ond successive Thunderbike race at the 
head of a close four-bike battle that lasted 
almost from the first lap to the last. 

Eustaquio Gavira led the first lap, but 
dropped away with brake problems as 
Udo Mark (Kawasaki), Stephane Mertens 
(Honda) and Wilco Zeelenberg (Honda) 
moved up front to dispute the lead. 

Zeelenberg led once or twice, but 
never across the line, with Mark and 
Briguet making most of the running, and

On the last lap, with Briguet narrowly 
but sufficiently ahead to stay there to the 
end, Zeelenberg made another bid at the 
same track where he won his only 250cc 
GP. He got past Mark, but couldn't quite 
do the same to Mertens, who secured 
second by two tenths. 


SIDECAR GRAND PRIX 


Saturday's sidecar race saw wildly 
changing fortunes, mainly connected 
with a series of terminal bangs from the 
BRM motor users (BRM is the new name 
for Swissauto). 

The first to fail, on the first lap, was 
that of the Wyssen brothers, the last and 
possibly most significant belonged to the 
Guedel brothers, who were leading the 
race at the time with only three laps left, 
and had already set the fastest lap. 

Or should more significance be 
attached to the failure of Biland's motor, 
with multiple champion Biland among 
the leaders and looking threatening 
when it happened on lap 13. 

The Guedel's retirement handed the 
lead to Briton Steve Abbott, but Darren 
Dixon was close behind, and pegged him 
down for a thrilling last-lap outbraking 
move that gave him and passenger Andy 
Hetherington victory by three slender 
tenths.

fficial Ducati riders took just 
О about everything there was to 

take in the second World 
Superbike meeting of the year. At Mis- 
ano, the Italian twins reinforced their 
stranglehold on the World Champi- 
onship point standings, as riders on the 
Japanese four-cylinders struggled. But 
that's nothing new: Misano has long 
been in the epicenter of Ducati country. 
This time, the estimated 10,000 specta- 
tors' enthusiasm was further boosted by 
a surprise Italian winner at the end of 
the day. 

It was bound to happen sooner or 
later and the day at Misano belonged to 
Mauro Lucchiari. The quiet-spoken Ital- 
ian had always done well on home soil, 
but this was to be his finest hour as he 
beat title candidates Carl Fogarty and 
Troy Corser in a straight fight. And as 
Ducatis took (at the very least) the top 
four positions in both heats, the Japan- 
ese squads were left to venture to the 
team trucks on Sunday night, trying to 
come up with a compromise offer to the 
FIM in order to change the technical 
regulations used in World Superbike 
racing. 

"After Hockenheim, the discussions 
we had with the FIM representatives 
reminded me of the situation in the 
States a year ago," Muzzy Kawasaki 
team manager Steve Johnson said. “I 
don't think this is a good thing for the 
sport. Maybe the Japanese manufactur- 
ers should come together and try to con- 
vince FIM and Flammini to work out a 





better weight rule. Last year, the AMA 
took a pretty drastic decision in this 
respect. Perhaps it's time that FIM did 
the same. According to us, a rule in 
which the bike's and the rider's weight 
are taken into consideration, should be a 
fair solution." 

Opinions at Yamaha and Honda 
were similar. Honda really took a bash- 
ing in Misano, but a backup for their 
only rider Aaron Slight is scheduled to 
be announced shortly for the British 
Grand Prix (the home-event of team 
sponsor Castrol). 

Meanwhile, Lucchiari, Fogarty and 
Corser are ruling the waves: they 
showed the way around the twisty (and 
slippery) Misano track and they also 
lead in the World Championship point 
standings.

In the first heat, Lucchiari grabbed 
the lead right from the start. Initially, he 
was followed very closely by Fogarty, 
the surprisingly fast John Reynolds, 
Corser and Piergiorgio Bontempi. 
Muzzy Kawasaki's 1994 World Champi- 
on Scott Russell was ninth after one lap. 
And Slight was even worse off - he had 
19 men in front of him as he crossed the 
starting line for the second time. 

It didn't take long for the lead men to 
hit cruising speed, and the three of them 
pulled away. Fogarty took over from his 
teammate Lucchiari on the sixth lap, but 
the World Champion was unsuccessful 
in pulling away from Lucchiari and 
Corser. The threesome would stay 
together until the very end, even though 
Corser seemed to be struggling to keep 


pace. Behind them, Pier-Francesco Chili _

(оп yet another Ducati) had settled in a 
lonesome fourth place. 

There was more enthusiasm for fifth 
place as Muzzy Kawasaki's Anthony 
Gobert and Reynolds had decided that 
the position belonged to them. But the 
two Kawasaki riders were so busy 
minding their own business, that they 
didn't notice the arrival of Ducati- 
mounted Fabrizio Pirovano. 

On lap eight, Lucchiari clawed back 
at Fogarty, who was starting to have 
engine problems. 

“АП of a sudden, my engine lost 
power," the Briton explained. "I even 
considered pulling in as I thought the 
bike could stop any moment. After a 
few laps, things went better again in 
that department, but then the tires went 
off, and the bike started wobbling very 
badly at some places." 

These problems pushed the number- 
one rider back to third, albeit for only a 





few laps. All suspense in the battle for 
the top four positions ended 10 laps 
from the end: Lucchiari was leading 
with ease, and Fogarty didn't seem too 
worried about Corser in third. Chili was 
a lonely fourth, and the main interest 
was for fifth place - with a charging 
Pirovano ahead of the two Kawasaki 
riders, Gobert and Reynolds. 

For Lucchiari, the victory couldn't 
have come at a better place: “It is always 
nice to win before the home crowd, but 
it also puts you under a lot of pressure. I 
got really nervous when some back- 
markers got in the way in the last couple 
of laps. But fortunately everything went 
well." 

Fogarty crossed the line two seconds 
behind Lucchiari, himself being fol- 
lowed closely by Corser. For the Aus- 
tralian, the result was a fine revenge 
after a disastrous Hockenheim week- 
end. 

"For the first time this year I had no 
major problems," he explained. “Of 
course, tire selection proved to be very 
critical here, but everybody was sliding 
around so I shouldn't be complaining." 

In the closing stages, Russell had lost 
a place in the top 10 when he got tired of 


trying to make up lost ground due to : 


the lack of power - and he dropped to 
14th. For Colin Edwards II, things were 
even worse. The young Texan had 
retired after having run off the track on 
two occasions when he hit a false neu- 
tral downshifting from fourth to third 
gear. 

"But that wasn't the main problem," 
the Yamaha rider said. "First the rear 
tire lost grip; I tried to compensate by

“I hit the rev limiter in several places 
and got in between two gears in other 
places," the Texan said. "This, combined 
with some tire problems, resulted in a 
careful race." 

One of the most unhappy men in the 
Misano paddock was Aaron Slight. "I've 
lost confidence in the front end of the 
bike," said the New Zealander, who 
crashed on the same track a few weeks 
before during the official preseason test. 

Jochen Schmid, who spent most of 
the first heat in the slipstream of the 
New Zealander confirmed Slight's 
impression of the bad-handling Castrol 
Honda.

Russell went much better this time 
with the smoother engine, taking eighth 
place - behind Andreas Meklau, but in 
front of John Reynolds and Simon 
Crafar. 

By this time, Lucchiari had crossed 
the line, taking the second victory of his 
career. “I did not change anything on 
the bike,” he explained afterward. “I 
knew that I had been sliding a lot dur- 
ing the first heat, but that went for 
everybody. And I have also become a 
little bit superstitious about changing 
tires here. In 1993, I had taken second 
place in the first heat and tried some 
other tires in the second heat, in order to 
clinch that first victory. But the choice 
was all wrong, and I didn’t even get 
close to the top three...” 

Fogarty, who had used his spare bike 
(with a smoother engine) in race two, 
complained only about some front-end 
chatter problems, but was quite happy 
about the result. Corser had the same 
problems as in heat one, struggling to 
keep up with his fellow Ducatisti, and 
unable to compensate for the lost 
ground on the straights by braking late. 
Edwards retired once again for the same 
reason as in the first heat, whereas Polen 
pulled in after three laps. “The tires 
seemed not to fit exactly on the rims,” 
the Texan said. “That made the bike 
unrideable: going into the corners and 
accelerating was a big problem, and in

After all, hé wasn't able to 
qualify the bike in its maiden trip in Hocken- 


‘heim. "Acceleration was the biggest prob- 


lem,” project leader Marconi admitted. "Still, 
Terry was able to point out some specific 
points we could work on from Hockenheim 
onward. The problem seems to be caused by 
the ignition and the. injection system that do 
not react swiftly enough on the position.of the 
throttle. On the test bench, we made.some 
progress, but we still need to-check on the 
track if the modifications also have a positive 
effect on lap times. As you might know, most 
bench tests are done at full throttle, but that is 
not.a very realistic situation." Since Hocken- 
heim, a complete engine had been undergo- 


ing tests for about 40. hours. The team was - 


obviously not very happy about Rymer's deci- 
sion. In Misano and Donington, the bikes will 
be ridden by test rider Gianluca Galasso. 
After the British round, a private test session 
will be organized with Rymer, after which a 
decision might be taken about their future col- 
laboration. A premature end of the partner- 
ship. would riot only. be annoying for Rymer, 
but would also hurt Bimota. The Italians had 
signed the Englishman because, among 
other things, his 10th place in last year's 
championship guaranteed him travel payment 
for the overseas races. Still, Bimota says they 
will enter. all the World Superbike races this 
year, with or without Rymer. 


Doug Polen made а. ѕигргіѕе comeback at 
Misano, riding: a semi-official: Ducati 916. Just 
after hís separation from Honda, the Texan 
had contacted Ducati to ask them if there was 
any possibility of renewing their collaboration 
(ended pretty abruptly at the end of 1993).

n a night in Cleveland when so 
0 much was at stake, Jeremy "Show- 
time" McGrath summed it all up 
like this: “It really wasn't a high-pres- 
sure situation for me tonight." 
This statement came after McGrath 
very calmly went about the business of 











clinching his third straight supercross 
championship, his record-tying 28th 
career 250cc main event win and secur- 
ing some big dollar bonuses from his 
various sponsors. "I knew that I would 
get the title tonight, so I just went out 
there and rode my own race," said the 
three-time king of supercross. "I knew 
Jeff Emig was back there but I kept my 
eye оп him. I made some mistakes in the 
middle part of the race and he started to

catch me, but I guess it worked out 
okay." : 

McGrath, on his team 1-800-Col- 
lect/Fox Racing-backed Honda, ended 
up leading Emig across the finish line by 
just a few feet, but he was a world away 
from everyone in the series point stand- 
ings. Despite two rounds yet to be run, 
McGrath is now an unbeatable 65 points 
ahead of second-ranked Larry Ward, 
who finished fourth, Team Yamaha's 





Emig and teammate Doug Henry. 
McGrath has 28 career 250cc wins, 
equaling former solo record holder Rick 
Johnson's career-total. He's also 20 wins 
ahead of any other active rider currently 
competing in supercross. (The injured 
Mike LaRocco has eight career wins.) 

As he celebrated his ninth win of the 
year on the podium, McGrath thanked 
American Honda and his mechanic Skip 
Norfolk, his parents Jack and Anne and 
sister Tracy, and his various sponsors. 
“We've been able to put a program 
together that has been pretty much 
unbeatable these last five years. And I’m 
going to come back next year even 
stronger than ever and win my champi- 
onship again next year. I figure I got 
three good years left in me and I'd like 
to set a record for wins and titles in a 
career." AIR's Roy Janson then present- 
ed McGrath with the championship tro- 
phy, greeting him by saying, "It seems 
like we've done this before." 

"Second sucks but I'll take it," said 
Emig after closely following McGrath 
across the finish line. “I had the lead for 
about three jumps maybe and that was 
it. I feel good about my ride, but.I know 
I now have two races left to win one if 
I'm going to do it this year." 

“I feel good with third," said Henry. 
“I was really happy with the way I was 
riding for the first 15 laps of the race 
because I was putting a lot of pressure 


оп Emig, but he's just really hard to get 


around. I was trying outside, inside, 
everywhere. I figured that if I could just 
get around him I might be able to catch 
Jeremy. Then that red cross flag came 
out and I had to roll every jump while 
those guys were jumping the first two. I 
tripled the first lap but the flagger 
wasn't really out there. But he was out 
there the rest of the time and Emig and 
Jeremy were still doubling right in front 
of me. I don't know - they've got to 
work on that red cross system. Maybe 
fining these guys just isn't enough." 

Henry and some other high-placing 
riders were angry after the race about a 
situation that developed involving a 
downed rider and caution flags. When a 
rider is lying in the middle of a jump 
section and the white cross flags are out, 
everyone on the track must single each 
jump in a combination to avoid jeopar- 
dizing the downed rider or attending 
course workers. In Cleveland, Honda of 
Troy's Mike Craig crashed violently 
near the halfway mark on a triple jump. 
He lay motionless on the track for sever- 
al moments as the flags started flying. 
Most of the top riders tripled the jump 
as they came around to uneven and 
unclear flagging. But over the course of 
the next few laps both McGrath and 
Emig, and some others, steadily dou- 
bled the first two jumps of the section, a 
move that could be punishable by dis- 
qualification and/or a fine. AMA offi- 
cials chose to fine the riders for their 
actions. Jeremy McGrath, Jeff Emig, 
Mike Kiedrowski, Phil Lawrence, Mike 
Jones were all fined for the same infrac- 
tion for an undisclosed amount. 

The 125cc race belonged to Honda of 
Troy's Mike Brown. He claimed his 
third career 125cc main event win and 
edged out privateer Davey Yezek for 
runner-up honors in the 125cc East

they have recorded five straight 
supercross championships - two in the 
125cc class and now three in the 250s. 
(Above) Mike Brown (26), here leading 
Mickael Pichon (101) and Tim Ferry (23) 
early in the 125cc main, went on to win his 
second race of the year. 





Region final point standings. With 
French import Mickael Pichon having 
already claimed the championship, just 
three points separated Brown and Yezek 
in their battle for second. Brown 
holeshot the main event and was never 
headed, though Suzuki factory pilot Tim 
Ferry did all he could to overtake Brown 
and help third-place Yezek, piloting a 
F&S Suzuki, hold on to second in the 
standings. Team SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki's Pichon was fourth after 
a midrace faux pas and British rider 
James Dobb was fifth on Honda of Troy 
equipment similar to Brown's. 

In summing up the now-completed 
East Regional series, Brown said "I 
would've liked to win the series, but I 
missed a couple of races, so I guess sec- 
ond is okay." ; 

The first-ever AMA professional 
supercross held in the state of Ohio 
attracted a smaller-than-expected crowd 
on a beautiful, warm Midwestern day. 
An announced attendance of 25,543 
were scattered about the spacious 
Cleveland Stadium, home of the Nation- 
al Football League's Cleveland Browns. 
The nice weather was a welcome change 
from a week of unsteady rain that left 
the dirt wet and hard to shape. 

The track was designed to stay off 
the football field in the middle of the 





stadium, which allowed race co-orga- 
nizers Pace and SRO to allow spectators 
the opportunity to purchase $10 ticket 
upgrades to stand in the infield for the 
first time. Access was provided by a 
steep tunnel jump that, when combined 
with the low, rounded jumps, deep 
berms and rolling whoops, gave the 
Cleveland track an old-school flavor. 
However, passing was at a minimum in 
both classes. In the 250cc class the first 
five riders after one lap were in the 
exact same order at the end of the race: 
McGrath, Emig, Henry, Ward and 
Hughes. And in the 125cc class the first 
and second place riders were in the 
same order in the first turn as they were 
in the last. But even without much pass- 
ing, fans were treated to some close, 
aggressive riding and close finishes in 
both main events. 


250cc 


Honda of Troy's Mike Craig holeshot 
the first 250cc heat race as the pack 
thrust down the extremely short start 
chute into a tricky-but-jumpable step-up. 
Henry, Ward and Yamaha's John Dowd 
filled in the next couple of positions. 
Dowd almost landed on Ward after the 
second set of triples, an action which 
seemed to inspire Ward to get away 
from Dowd right away and get after 
Craig. He passed the semi-privateer on 
the second lap and kept going forward, 
but his progress would end in second as 
Henry rode confidently out front. 

“Winning Dallas definitely boosted 
my confidence for tonight’s main 
event,” said Henry after his heat race 
win. “I don’t think of the other riders 
any differently than I used to. I just 
know that because I beat them all once, I 
know I can do it again.” 

Ward ended up second ahead of 








Craig and Dowd. Not making a direct 
transfer was Kiedrowski, who fell in a 
corner and lost too much time to get 
close to the last qualifying position. 

Emig and Hughes holeshot the sec- 
ond heat race but, like a vision of things 
to come, McGrath tripled right past him 
for the lead. The soon-to-be three-time 
champ who was wearing a MotoWorld 
camera on his helmet. 

Hughes ended up fighting with Emig 
for second as McGrath pulled away, and 
Hughes proved to be victorious this 
time. Suzuki’s Greg Albertyn moved 
past KTM’s Tony Amaradio for fourth 
on the second lap to seal the qualifying 
order. 

As the other riders were rolling off 
the track, McGrath spoke to floor 
announcer Larry Maiers about the 
record. “It really wasn’t one of the goals 
in my life to be the all-time best super- 
cross rider,” said McGrath about getting 
to Johnson’s 28-win standard. “It’s 
something that I never really thought 
possible when I was a little kid, but 
tonight may be the night.” When asked 
about just settling for a title-clinching 
fourth-place position instead of risking 
everything for a race win, Jeremy was 
adamant. “I am definitely not riding for 
fourth-place tonight. I am riding for win 
number 28 tonight: I just want to get the 
start and get the win.” 

Kiedrowski put in a workman-like 
performance to win the first 250cc semi, 
leading the whole race on his factory 
Kawasaki. 

"The track is getting better," said 
Kiedrowski after his cameo appearance in 
the second round of qualifiers. “It’s a little 
bit better the second time around. You 
need to get a good start here for sure." 

KTM's Jeff Dement put in a fine ride 
for second place and Pennsylvania's 


/ 





Mike Jones was a solid third in his first 
supercross appearance in several 
rounds. He was able to beat the former 
factory trio of Buddy Antunez, Phil 
Lawrence and Denny Stephenson, the 
latter of which was forced into the last 
chance qualifier. 

The second semi saw heat race crash 
victim Brian Swink dominate the pro- 
ceedings, opening enough room for 
himself along the way to try a few can- 
can moves for the fans on the white-flag 
lap. Suzuki privateer Cliff Palmer was 
second ahead of Noleen/Sizzler's Kyle 
Lewis, Brian Deegan and Barry Carsten. 

In the LCQ, longtime pro Larry 
Brooks was the winner on the third 
Noleen/Sizzler Yamaha in the field, 
while Amaradio was a steady second. 
The unfortunate Stephenson did not 
make the main event after a first-turn 
crash put him too far back to recover in 
six short laps. 

The main event saw the lightning- 
quick Emig blast into the first turn 
ahead of everyone, but McGrath was 
going even faster when they hit the sec- 
ond corner. ` 

^What can I say? McGrath just blast- 
ed past me," said Emig. "He was just on 
fire right there at the beginning. After 
that I didn't really slow down but I did 
have to settle down a bit." 

“1 did that triple and Jeff was right in 
front of me, but I just wasn't going to 
wait," said McGrath of his quick pass 
for the lead. "There was a jump on the 
inside but it was only halfway in the 
track, so I just pinned it and cut inside of 
him. After that I just wanted to get away 
as fast as I could because the track 
wasn't very rutted up at all. I wanted to 
just get outgo. I felt like I was riding like 
it used to happen when I would get out 
front and just go." 
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He almost didn’t get away quick 
enough for Emig, who touched 
McGrath's back wheel at the completion 
of the first lap. Freight-training right 
behind him were Henry, Ward, Hughes, 
Craig, Dowd, Kiedrowski and 
Lawrence, who actually let everyone go 
off the start and cut across from outside 
to inside to better his position. McGrath 
started pulling away slightly as Emig 
seemed to tighten up. 

“Doug was right on me and I was 
maybe thinking about that a little more 
than going forward,” said Emig of his 
short, early fade. “I guess he made a mis- 
take after we battled a little bit and that 
gave me some breathing room.” Henry 
pushed back up to Emig and was look- 
ing a little faster, especially through the 
triple jump sections. Finally, after five 
laps, Henry overpowered Emig in the S- 
turns, only to have Emig do a gutsy leap 
back in front of him off the tunnel jump. 
Moments later Henry almost ran off the 
track after the finish, giving Emig 
enough room to get away for good. 

“I made some little mistakes here and 


` there and the lappers did mess me up,” 


said Henry of his third-place ride. "I was 
trying to stay with Jeff, but I just couldn't 
do it. I’m not sure what happened that he 
and Jeremy were able to get away from 
me like that. There was a problem on the 
triples and yellow flags were every- 
where. I'm not sure if those guys were 
jumping it or not, but I was losing time 
somewhere." The problem occurred as 
Craig lay on the stadium floor about 10 
feet past the last jump of the triple. About 
one-fourth of the riders on the track were 
doubling through the yellow flags and 
then taking the third obstacle as a single. 

° “I got close to second and third when 
Henry and Emig were bouncing into 
each other but when the yellow flag 
come out I just let them go and settled 
for fourth," said Ward. "I rode good 
enough to get about fourth and that's 
where I ended up." 

"That's just racing, I guess," reasoned 
Henry. "Sometimes you get the lapped 
riders, sometimes you don't. I'm really 
happy about getting on the podium 
twice in a row." 





“I felt like I was on Jeremy's pace the 
whole time and at the end I just wanted 
more laps," said Emig. "When the white 
flag came out it was just like the Hang- 
town National. I was thinking, "Why 
does the race have to end? I still have 
more work to do!’ I feel like I can win at 
any time, but it just takes that little bit of 
extra adrenaline." 

"The championship was the most 
important thing for me tonight," said 
McGrath. "That had to come first, but I 
knew it was going to come pretty easily 
in these last three races, so I was going for 
it tonight. I didn't want to just take fourth 
and I didn't want to have anything hap- 
pen, because I was being careful. Now I 
got two races to go and I'm on it. I got 
nine wins and I want 11." When asked 
how he felt about being tied in career 
wins with the supercross icon Rick John- 
son, McGrath said, "It's awesome. It's 
something that I never, ever expected to 
actually happen to me. I never thought 
about being ranked with him when I was 
a kid. He was an idol then and even 
though I'm compared to him I still look 
up to him as if I were a little kid. It feels 
great to be recognized as someone who is 
as good as him. Some people might say 
I'm better but ГЇЇ take ‘as good,’ for sure.” 

“Fourth is okay for tonight,” rea- 
soned Ward, who extended his points 
cushion on Mike Kiedrowski in their 
battle for the supercross vice-champi- 
onship. “I got some points on Mike 
tonight. When I saw that he was back a 
little bit, I started to ride a little more 
cautiously than I might’ve otherwise. I 
thought he was right behind me once 
but it ended up being John Dowd. Mike 
is definitely on my mind a little bit 
becaüse I really want to get second in 
the series. Once I saw that it wasn't him 
behind me I just thought that I would 
stay right where I was." 

“1 started okay and got into fifth on 
the first lap," said Hughes. "I battled 
with Larry Ward and John Dowd for a 
while but Dowd crashed. I spent the 
night catching Larry, then he'd pull 
away, then I'd catch him again, then he 
would pull away. I got fifth and that 
was about it."

“I think Kiedrowski missed a gear or 
something and I was right there to take 
advantage of it," said Dowd, who fin- 
ished seventh. "It was a good way to 
end the race because I kind of fumbled 
there at the beginning. I went to pass 
Ward in the rocker section and it kind of 
tweaked my wheel and threw me over 
the bars. I couldn't get it going for a cou- 
ple of laps. I'm kind of bumming now 
because I think I could’ve got it to the 
top five without the fall.” 

“My race was in the shitter,” said 
Kiedrowski after finishing eighth. “My 
start wasn’t very good because I was 
lined up on the other side of the box. 
Craig and I were going together for a 
long time and I got by him and then 
Dowd. I was kind of catching up to 
Hughes but then Swink passed me. We 
all stayed the same until almost the end 
and then I went into a turn with a deep 
rut on the last lap and the bike went into 
neutral. Dowd passed me back in the 
last couple of turns." 

“1 wasn't thinking about Ward at 
all,” added Kiedrowski. "I was thinking 
about my own race and going as fast as I 
could, but the track was kind of one- 
lined and hard to get around guys." The 


only guy on the track who made any , 


real progress was Honda of Troy's Brian 
Swink, who rose from a 16th place start 
to an impressive sixth-place finish. 


125cc 


As he did in his heat race, Mike 
Brown holeshot the main event and did 
his best impression of a disappearing 
man. Brown did four perfect laps to 
open a small lead on second-place Ferry 
and then rode a defensive race for the 
rest of the night to hold on to the win. 

“1 got a good start and I just went out 
and rode as hard as I could," said Brown 
of his race-winning performance. "On 
the last few laps a couple of lapped rid- 
ers slowed me down and Ferry caught 
back up to me. On the last lap I thought 
he was going to get me, but he didn't, 
and I ended up pulling off the win. The 
triples messed me up a couple of times, 
but I just tried to get over them every 
time and ride fast to the finish. It was so

crowded at the end I didn't even see the 
white flag come out. I just took the 
inside in every corner and held him off." 

“1 was trying to stay close to Mike at 
the beginning but a few lapped riders 
got in the way and I lost about five sec- 
onds," said Ferry of Brown's early get- 
away. "After that there wasn't many 
places to make up time so I just tried as 
hard as I could to catch back up. 1 just 
ran out of time at the end." 

Pichon, a close runner-up to Ferry in 
the second 125cc heat race, was third 
right away but a fourth-lap spill allowed 
Dobb and a frustrated Yezek to motor 
by him. 

“I didn't go for three (on the triple) 
right after the start and it really hurt 
me,” said Yezek. "A lot of guys passed 
me there and I had to work my way 
around everyone else while those guys 
were out front by themselves. Brown 
and Ferry took off and they just got 
away. I got stuck behind James Dobb 
and he wasn’t picking too many good 
lines. I couldn’t get around him and we 
just dropped back. By the time I got him 
I was out of time. I have to give Mike 
and Tim credit for riding as fast as they 
did. They really earned it tonight.” 

“I needed to finish right behind Mike 
because he was only three points behind 
me,” added Yezek. “Mike’s got a lot of 
confidence right now and he’s really 
hard to stop. I guess third place tonight 
and in the series isn’t too bad, but I 
know I could’ve done better.” 

Ferry, injured for part of the series 
with a broken jaw, still finished fourth 
in the final rankings. “The injury 
could’ve been a lot worse than it was,” 
said Ferry of his broken jaw. “I broke it 
in three places but now it feels pretty 
good and it doesn’t affect me when I 
ride. I just need to get my training back 
up to where I should be. I mean, I was 
just sitting on the couch for three weeks 
eating through a straw! I don’t know 
exactly what I’m doing next year, but I 
really want this title.” єх

Jeremy McGrath has now won three straight 
250cc supercross titles, five. if you count his 
two West Coast 125cc titles in 1991 and '92 as 
a member of the Peak/Pro-Circuit Honda 
team. Add on last year's F.I.M. World Super- 
cross Championship arid he has a total of six 
stadium championships in five years and. more 
than 50 main event wins. 





Rick Johnson used to hold the solo record for 
the most supercross career wins at 28, and it 
took him more than five years to do so. RJ's 
first win came on February 12,.1984 in the 
Seattle Kingdome in Washington, his last win 
coming in Miami, Florida's Joe Robbie Stadi- 
um on February 18, 1989. From first win to 
last, a total of 67 AMA Supercross events took 
place. By comparisori, Jeremy McGrath took 
less than three years to win his 28 races. His 
first win came on January 23 in Anaheim, Cali- 
fornia, while win number 28 came on May 20, 
1995 in Cleveland, Ohio. McGrath put together

_The AMA's Merrill Vanderslice, Manager of 
Professional Racing, issued this Pro Racing 
Bulletin at Cleveland on May 19 regarding 
intravenous rehydration - “The: following policy 
concerning intravenous rehydration is an 
amendment to the 1995 AMA Pro Racing 
Rulebook and is effective immediately: At no 
time during a meet shall a rider receive any 
type of intravenous rehydration unless such 
rehydration is deemed medically necessary by. 
appropriate medical personnel as a result of 
ап emergency medical situation (e.g. heat 
stroke) encountered by a rider during, or às a 
result of, competing in, an event or the prac- 
tices, heat races, or motos which are part of 
an event. Once a rider receives such rehydra- 
tion during a meet, that rider shalt not be per- 
mitted to compete in any further events includ- 
ing, but not limited to, апу further practice 
sessions, heat races, motos or final events 
comprising any. event in the meet. unless and 


who treats the rider for specific emergency 
medical situations at issue; provided that such 
release will not be effective to allow the rider to 
compete. in any further events on the day of 
the meet upon which such treatment is 
received by the rider."

owski won both legs of the 
Sunoco Race Fuels Formula 
USA series at the Roswell Fun 
Machines Road Atlanta 
Nationals in the first serious bid to 
defend his national title. 

Neither of the victories came easily 
though, the Georgian involved with a 
front-running quartet in each of the 
races and winning by about a second 
each time. 

^We learned a little bit in that first 
leg and applied it to the second. It really 
benefited me in front of the hometown 
crowd," Sadowski, who lives in nearby 
Buford, said. 

In the first of the 12-lap races, held on 
a gorgeous spring day on the 2.52-mile 
road course, Sadowski bided his time 
before passing race leader Chris Taylor 
of Virginia Breeze Racing on the tenth 
lap. Sadowski controlled the second race 
early, moving to the front on the first 
lap and never really losing the lead. 
Valvoline Suzuki's Michael Martin took 
over the lead a few times, but never for 
long, and Sadowski held him off at the 
line. : 

Even with the two wins, Sadowski 
still finds himself in fifth place in the F- 
USA point standings after two of five 
rounds because of the off day he had at 
the opening round at Willow Springs. 
Team Oliver Yamaha’s Rich Oliver is 
the leader with 64 points, two better 
than Martin, and seven more than Tay- 
lor. Riding a Yamaha TZ250 against the 
big-bore four-strokes, Oliver finished 
fourth and fifth on the day, blitzing the 
infield, only to get eaten up on the long 
back straight. He actually led the first 
race, but was never a factor in the sec- 
ond. He’d also qualified on the pole 
position. - Ч 

After finishing second in the first leg, 
Taylor was third in the second, follow- 
ing Martin home.

In the first race of the three-race EBC 
Brakes Triple Crown Challenge, the 
defending champions, Valvoline Suzuki, 
went into the lead. Martin's finishes, 
along with a fifth and seventh by team- 
mate Chuck Graves, gives them the 
early lead. Sadowski's teammate, Dale 
Quarterley, was forced out of both races 
with mechanical problems, a failed 
clutch in the first race and a water leak 
in the second. 

Virginia Breeze Racing's Chris Taylor 
got the jump at the start óf the first 12- 
lap race, F-USA champion Sadowski in 
tow, followed by Valvoline Suzuki's 
Michael Martin, Dutchman Racing's 
Fritz Kling, and Dale Quarterley, racing 
a Team LaBelle Honda CBR900 for the 
first time, but not for long. 

On the next lap the clütch on Quar- 
terley's Honda failed and he was done 
for the first leg. 

Taylor stayed at the front and let the 
race come to him. "I knew those guys 
were coming," Taylor said. 

Soon he was joined by Martin, Kling, 
Rich Oliver and Sadowski, a free-flow- 
ing foursome that was swapping spots 
all over the track. The TZ250-mounted 
Oliver was working the hardest, flying 
through the corners only to be con- 
sumed in the drive down the back 
straight out of turn seven. 

Sadowski was biding his time after a 
wake-up call on the first lap. Coming 
out from under the Goodyear Bridge, 
the rear end of his Team LaBelle Honda 
got loose. 

“It was a weird kind of slide," Sad- 
owski said. ^I thought I didn't have the 
tire hot enough. It kept doing it. I had to 
back out to look down to make sure the 
axle was in place. Then I looked for oil. 
When I looked ahead of me I noticed 
Taylor's tire was doing the same thing. I 
was the first to evaulate it and deal with 
it right away." 

Halfway in and Taylor was still in 
front with Martin second, but Sadowski 
and Oliver were on the move, both pass- 
ing Martin in the downhill turn four,

Oliver passing them both. On the same 
lap, Kling dropped back and would end 
up dicing with Moto Liberty's Takahito 
Mori. 

For the second half of the race Taylor 
had company, Martin, Sadowski, and 
Oliver all yapping at his heels and wait- 
ing to make a move. It came on the 
ninth lap with Oliver now third, taking 
the inside line on both Sadowski and 
Taylor for the lead in turn four. But 
Oliver knew that it wouldn't last. 

“1 was in the lead in turns 5-6-7 and I 
thought, ‘Here’s my big chance.’ I 
slammed it out of seven and by the time 
I hit third gear І was in fourth place,” 
Oliver said. 

Sadowski was out front now, the 
spot he would carry to the finish. Tire 
problems kept Taylor from making a 
run, and watching Sadowski gave him 
some consolation. 

"Ski (Sadowski) and I were sideways 
in every corner," Taylor said after fin- 
ishing second. "I think the temperature 
changed my setup." 

Like the top two, Valvoline Suzuki's 
Michael Martin was also having tire 
troubles, though he was able to come 
home a close third. 

“I was running up in the front group 
and I was happy. Then the tire came 
around about halfway. I was gaining 
time on the back straight and slipping 
and sliding around in the turns," Martin 
said. 

The exact opposite was happening to 
Oliver. He was on rails in the corners,

"trying to get in there and force an error 
or cause some commotion," he said, but 
well outgunned on the straights.

That's some of the best riding l've ever 
seen," Sadowski said. 

Chuck Graves ran the whole race a 
lonely fifth, well in front of the battle for 
sixth between Moto Liberty’s Takahito 
Mori and Dutchman’s Kling. The fight 
went to Kling with a last-lap pass. 

The start of the second race was bet- 
ter for Sadowski, the Georgia resident 
getting away second to Michael Martin 
and taking the lead late on the opening 
lap. As in the first race, a quartet soon 
formed up at the front, though this four- 
some was slightly different. 

Sadowski led Martin and Chris Tay- 
lor, but now Dutchman Racing’s Kling 
was up front while first-race charger 
Rich Oliver was trying to recover from a 
blown start. Oliver later explained that 
his Yamaha stalls if he overrevs it at the 
start and that he had to be cautious. 
Once away, he had a lot of catching up 
to do. 

In short order Martin was out front, 

‘Sadowski second with Taylor still in 
front of Kling and hoping to make a run 
at the leaders. Between races, the Vir- 
ginia Breeze team had made a few 
changes to the Yamaha FZR1000 that 
suited Taylor. 

“We added some compression and 
preload to the rear shock. It was defi- 
nitely why I could go faster through 
turn 12 and turn seven," Taylor said. "It 
was sliding real progressively, I could 
control it easily." 

Taylor's wasn't the only crew at 
work between races. Looking for more 
grip, Mike Velasco raised the rear ride 
height of the Team LaBelle Honda, 
added some preload, and also added a 
few pounds of air to the tires. 

“It was still sliding a little bit,” Sad- 
owski said. "I was sliding both wheels 
through turn one. But we expected the 
wheels to slide because of the track 
temperature." 

| Martin's Valvoline Suzuki crew also 

made some small suspension adjust- 
ments and they helped put him at the 
front on the third of 12 laps, but Sad- 
owski retook the spot entering turn one. 

“I thought that number-one bike 
(Sadowski) was really running good. I 
just couldn't get around him on the back 
straight," Martin said, even though he 
had the stronger motor. 

The lead was where Sadowski want- 
ed to be and that's where he stayed. 
Martin was always there in the shad- 
ows, and the pair swapped spots a cou- 
ple of times, but Sadowski had him cov- 
ered and took his second win on the 
day. 

“1 was really burning the infield the 
first eight laps. Each time I'd pull out of 
turn seven maybe 30 bike lengths ahead 
and he'd (Martin) be right on me at the 
dip," Sadowski said. 

Martin knew he was destined for sec- 
ond or worse, and didn't want to look 
back. 

“1 didn't know what was behind me. 
I knew there was a train of ten guys and 
I'd get nervous," he said. But as the race 
wore down the lead duo pulled away 
from the battle for third and Martin's 
second was secure. "Dave Sadowski 
didn't win the Daytona 200 for nothing. 
He had that bike going through the 
infield." 

It wasn't until the final stages of the 
race that the leaders were able to put 
any ground on what had become the 
battle for third involving Chris Taylor 
against Fritz Kling, and that mostly 





because of some unexpected help from 
Dale Quarterley. After having clutch 
problems in the first race, Quarterley 
was running near the front of the second 
race when he was black-flagged because 
he was losing coolant. He pitted on the 
sixth lap, repairs were made, and he 
rejoined the race a few laps down, even- 
tually depositing himself in third place, 
behind EBC Brakes Triple Crown Chal- 
lenge teammate Sadowski, and Martin, 
and the Taylor-Kling spat. His presence 
caused third and fourth to lose touch 
with the leaders and fall into a race 
strictly for third. 

“Не kind of messed us both up," 
Taylor said. ; 

“Т have to commend Quarterley for 
getting out of the way," Kling said, face- 
tiously. “I didn't think that was very 
professional, especially coming from 
Dale." 

Taylor had run in second as late as 
the sixth lap before Martin was by for 
good. Then Taylor had to deal with 
Kling, who never let up, but never got 
by, and the top four were set. 

"They were all staying ahead in the 
infield. I could pull up next to him (Tay- 
lor) on the straight," Kling said. His 
chance to pass came late in the race 
when Taylor slid the rear coming out of 
turn six, but a lap later Kling did pretty 
much the same thing coming out of turn 
seven. "My setup was probably not 
quite on to 22s." 

Fifth place, after recovering from his 
botched start, was Oliver. Early in the 


. race he hooked up with Chuck Graves 


and Quarterley, then Quarterley was 
black-flagged and Graves appeared to 
be sliding excessively through turn one, 


slowing his drive up the hill. Oliver took - 


advantage and rode the second half of 
the race by himself. 

“1 couldn't have caught those top 
four guys. I got through Graves, Quar- 
terley, and (Frank) Wilson. Then I 
thought ‘I’m not attacking as much as I 
would if I was leading.’ All of a sudden 
I had a serious run down into the 23s,” 
Oliver said. 

Graves was alone in sixth and look- 
ing comfortable when Moto Liberty’s 
Takahito Mori made a run at him with a 


lap to go. The Honda 250-mounted Mori 


ran it deep under Graves into turn one 
to take over sixth on the final lap, 
Graves ending seventh with Darryl Say-

Team Suzuki 
sprints

BRASELTON, GA, MAY 20 

ust into the fourth hour, a red flag 

was thrown that reduced the Perfor- 

mance Machine/Goodridge National 
Endurance event at Road Atlanta from a 
four-hour grind to a 38-minute sprint. 
But, by then, Team Suzuki Endurance 
had better than a one-lap lead and when 
the race was restarted after about a 16- 
minute delay, they cruised to their 103rd 
WERA endurance win on a beautifully 
sunny day in northern Georgia. 

“I was real conservative, taking it 
easy in traffic,” Team Suzuki 
Endurance’s Dave Stanton, who, for the 
first time in his career brought the Keith 
Parry-tuned GSXR1100 across the line, 
said. “With 20 minutes to go I didn’t feel 
a need to take any chances.” 

“I told Dave to take it easy, be care- 
ful,” Stanton’s co-rider Michael Martin 
said. “He had a lap lead and wicked it 
up at the end and pulled away to win.” 

The pair completed 148 laps of the 
2.52-mile course and won by better than 
a lap. 

And, though they lost by a lap, Team 
Pearls Suzuki was encouraged by their 
second-place finish. 

Using four riders, Team Pearls Suzu- 
ki was second at every hour interval and 
teammate Reuben Frankenfield had 
nearly a lap on third place when the red 
flag came out. But, though they'd come 
within ten seconds of lapping the even- 
tual third-place bike when the race was 
interrupted, the GSXR1100-mounted 
team regridded in their original starting 
spot and was therefore forced to start 
the final 38-minute run on equal terms 
with Team Northwest Honda. 

Frank Wilson was in the Pearls' sad- 
dle for the end stage and he took the 
lead on the tenth lap of the restart, drop- 
ping Northwest Honda's Gordon Miller 
to second ahead of Suzuki Endurance's 
Stanton. Stanton took over second on 
the 15th lap and, with about five min- 
utes to go, Stanton forged ahead of Wil- 
son exiting the right-handed turn six to 
take the lead and the win.

Wilson came second, Miller, who 
partnered Greg Abbott on the Honda 
CBR900RR, was third, with Airport Rac- 
ing's Kawasaki-mounted Ken Melville 
fourth and the HP Motorsports team of 
Dean Hayes and Lanny Allen, also 
Kawasaki mounted, in fifth place. 

The win, their second this year, 
increases Team Suzuki Endurance's lead 
in the Heavyweight Superbike point 
standings. After two events, they lead 
the overall standings with 230.38 points. 
Team Pearls Suzuki is second with 
209.41 points and Northwest Honda 
Racing is third with 193.44. 

Three waves of riders, 58 in all, took 
the green flag on a warm Saturday after- 
noon, with Team Pearls Suzuki's Darryl 
Saylor storming into a very short-lived 
lead. 

When the riders crossed the line to 
end the second lap it was Team Suzuki 
Endurance's Michael Martin at the front 
and quickly edging away, despite some 
early caution. 

“I was a little conservative at the 
start. I was bedding in a brand-new rear 
tire and wanted to make sure it was 
bedded in real good," Martin said. "It 
was a little bit harder tire than we usual- 


ly use.” But he didn't appear terribly , 


conservative, pulling away at better 
than a second a lap and turning in the 
best times of the race with laps in the 
1:26 range. 

“When I took over,” at about the 1:08 
mark, “1 had a 40-second lead," Stanton 
said. "When I got off I had a 74-second 
lead. The bike was working real well. It 
made the job a lot easier for me." 

By then it was into the third hour and 
the team had lapped all the way up to 
second place. Martin was back onboard 
and getting toward the end of his shift 
when a red flag was thrown at the 3:06 
mark after TMTS Racing crashed in turn 
eleven. The track was quickly cleared 
and the field regridded in their original 
starting spots. 

A new rule, instituted this year, has 
the restart grids being determined by 
the rider's position on the lap prior to 
the red flag. But, configuring the grids 
that way is time-consuming, and the 
track was green about ten minutes after 
the red flag. Had the WERA officials 
tried to figure out the positions, it

Moto Liberty for all

he Moto Liberty 125cc Grand Prix 
Т easily have passed for a 

Japanese National race. Moto Lib- 
erty's Masahiro lizuka and Takahito 
Mori banged fairings for ten laps, 
smiled afterward, and proclaimed the 
race fun and safe. Mori said the racing 
was just like that in Japan, "except there 
are many more bikes." At Road Atlanta, 
they had the race to themselves, except 
for the infrequent intervention of Road- 
racing World's national champion Chris 
Rogers. 

Only when Mori's leathers were 
caught on lizuka’s left handlebar was 
there any concern. That didn’t seem to 
slow him down much and Mori went on 
to take the victory over Iizuka by a scant 
0.09 second. Mori rode a ‘94 Honda 
RS125 with lizuka aboard the ‘95 model. 

Each of the riders had their strengths: 
lizuka's was the run down the esses, 
through turn six, and to the Goodyear 
Bridge, Mori's the more dramatic 
entrance to turn one. Almost every lap 
Iizuka would lead onto the front 
straight, only to get draft-passed by 
Mori entering turn one, the two riders 
occupying the same part of the track 
more than once. 

“To crash here is stupid,” Mori said. 
"I hit him, he hit me, but we didn't 
crash. At last I will give him room and 
he will give me room to race." 

Third place went to Roadracing 
World's national champion Chris 
Rogers, the Yamaha-mounted rider run? 
ning with the leaders on and off for 
much of the mid-part of the race, back- 
ing off at the end. i 





Well alone in fourth was Honda- 
mounted Michael Barnes with Jim 
Struke fifth, at some distance. 

From the drop of the green the two 
Japanese Moto Liberty riders were out 
front, Iizuka leading the first lap and 
then Mori for the second and third, with 
Rogers lurking back in third-place until 
the fourth lap when he made the lead 
pack a trio. 

Halfway in and lizuka was back in 
front at the line, then, a lap later, Rogers 
had lost touch with the leaders. 

It was the sixth lap that Iizuka said 
he hooked up with Mori, literally. 

“It was scary. We were on the back 
straight in sixth gear and I caught my 
handlebar on his leather suit," lizuka 
said. 

That Iizuka led at the line was almost 
meaningless, though he could get down 
the hill and through the final turn ahead 
of Mori with some consistency. Each 
time, Mori would move to the inside in 
turn one, then, at the last minute, move 
back out either bumping Iizuka or forc- 
ing him up so that he could make the 
turn. 

For Mori to win, he'd have to make 
his move before they got to the 
Goodyear Bridge. Otherwise it would be 
too late. The move would come in turn 
nine just before the bridge where Iizuka 
lost the drive and Mori pounced. 

"We had fun and it was fun for the 
spectators," Mori said. 

Rogers had been with the leaders on 
the eighth lap, losing touch on the ninth, 
but well in front of fourth place. Cn

y: want close racing? The com- 











bined margins of victory for the 
three Michelin Superstock races 
was 0.91 second. 

The most comfortable gap belonged 
to Valvoline Suzuki's Steve Patterson in 
winning the 750cc race over Team Suzuki 
Sports' Aaron Yates. Yates reversed the 
order in the 1100cc race, beating Patter- 
son by 0.21 second. And in the 600cc 
race, Moto Liberty's Takahito Mori best- 
ed fellow Honda CBR600-mounted team- 
mate Jamie Bowman by 0.17 second. 

The 600's were the first of the Super- 
stocks to take to the course, and it took 
awhile for the Moto Liberty boys to 
move to the front from their back-row 

starting spots. 
| By the fourth of eight laps they'd cut 
through the field to join the leaders and 
on the sixth lap it was Bowman leading 
Mori across the line. 

Mori sat back for one more lap, then 
went under Bowman as the pair exited 
the fast right under the Goodyear 
Bridge on the seventh lap. Bowman 
didn't have an answer and the win went 
to Mori. 

“I had to be pretty aggressive to get 
to the front," Bowman said. He was 
hoping to make a final run on the last 





lap, but Mori wouldn't have it. “I tried 
to set him up on the back straight to out- 
brake him going up to the bridge. He 
shut me down under the bridge. He had 
that figured out from racing a couple of 
nationals here." 

Mori's problem was that the race was 
run following his win in the 125cc race 
and he was having trouble adjusting to 
the bigger bike. 

“If I accelerate too much, too early, 
I'd crash," Mori noticed. “I could see the 
leaders. I counted down how many laps 
as I closed on them. 

^On the last lap, in turn seven, com- 
ing off, I had too much rear corner 
speed and I thought that maybe Jamie 
might pass me. I had a big slide. Jamie 
had a big slide too. Coming off the cor- 
ner he lost a little bit of drive," Mori 
added. 

The two riders who fought over the 
lead, before the Moto Liberty team 
arrived, ended up disputing third. 
Kevin Rentzell was the first-lap leader 
with Kenneth Melville second. They 
were pushed back on the sixth lap and it 
wasn't until the final lap that Melville 
was able to move up to third. Rentzell 
finished fourth, and then about four sec- 
onds later came Team Pearls Suzuki's 
Reuben Frankenfield. 

Again in the 1100cc race it was 
Rentzell fighting for third. But out front 
the fight was between Patterson and 
Yates, though Yates had some ground to 
make up at the start. Because he hadn't 
scored points in a previous WERA race, 
Yates started from the 11th row. He was 
into second on the second lap, up on 
Patterson on the third, and into the lead 
on the fourth. 

Though he'd come through the field 
and caught Patterson quickly, Patterson 
wasn't giving up and stuck with Yates 
as they left the rest behind. 

Lap six and Yates was sliding 
around, looking like he'd spent his tire 
in pursuit of the leaders. But there was 
enough in reserve for him to hold off 
Patterson at the end and take the class 
win. 

From the halfway point on third 
place was held by defending class cham- 
pion Tray Batey on the Valvoline Suzu- 
ki, with Rentzell after him. Rentzell 
dropped back a little on the fifth lap, 
gained ground on the sixth, and went by 
Batey on the seventh. 

He would finish third, about three 
seconds behind the leaders with Batey 
another second back in fourth.

SPRING HILL, LA, MAY 14 
hen the replica Civil War cannon 
boomed through the hills of south- 
ern Louisiana to start round three 
of the National Championship 
Hare Scrambles Series, Team 
KTM's reigning GNCC Champion Scott 
Plessinger ripped off the line and on to 
his first win of the series. 

^I really didn't get а good start, 
fourth or fifth, I think," said Plessinger. 
“Then I caught (Rodney) Smith and 
(Scott) Summers and just rode their pace. 
I really didn't want to lead, I wanted to 
take it easy and follow for a few laps." 

The race began at 11:30 a.m. and most 
riders completed six laps on the 11-mile 
course that wound through the grassy, 
dry highlands and the soupy, muddy 
lowlands of the area. There would be no 
breaks for the top contenders, as the lead 
changed numerous times each lap. 

Defending Hare Scrambles Champion 
Rodney Smith was first off the line, and 
would set the pace on the opening lap. 
By laps two and three, Team Honda's 
Scott Summers and Plessinger had 
joined Smith, and the three riders rode 
wheel-to-wheel around the course. The 
lead switched several times. 

The pace really picked up on the 
fourth lap, as Smith had problems in the 
mud and allowed Plessinger and Sum- 
mers to pull away and wage a two-man 
battle over the lead. 

“Everything was going good, and I 
was leading going into the fourth lap," 
said Smith. "But then there was this big 
mud hole and I went swimmingin it. I 


got crossed up and went down. Every- 
thing got muddy. I got back up and got 
going again and caught back up to those 
guys, but then just as Summers passed a 
lapped rider, the guy got sideways in the 
mud and I T-boned him real hard. I was 
under my bike and he was on top of me. 
After his lap of mishaps, Smith pitted 
to straighten the front end on his 
tweaked Suzuki. He wanted to change 
his muddy pants, which were causing 
him to stick to the seat, but he only had 
time for clean gloves. Smith would even-

tually finish third, some six minutes 
behind the lead duo. 

Behind Smith, Yamaha-mounted 
Duane Conner held on to fourth 
throughout most of the race. Conner had 
a scary moment on lap six, when he was 
spit off his bike by a seemingly invisible 
enemy. 

“I got past Rodney Smith on the 
fourth lap, and I was able to hold him off 
until about one-quarter away from the 
finish," said Conner. I got some barbed 
wire wrapped around the back wheel 
and it took me off and over the bars. 
That's when Rodney passed me back." 

Up front, Plessinger and Summers 
continued to swap the lead back and 
forth. Summers lost the lead for good 
only a half mile away from the finish, 
but still held on for a solid second, some 
20 seconds behind Plessinger. 

“I had a decent day,” said Summers. 
"Scott and I had a really good race, all 
the way up to the last lap. He made a 
mistake and stuck it in the mud and I got 
by him. I was leading with about a half 
mile to go when I made a mistake and 
fell over. He caught up to me and then I 
fell over again and he passed me. That 
was it, after that I just kept making more 
and more mistakes. 

Nevertheless, Summers' runner-up 
finish was good enough for him to take 
over the series point lead. 

Plessinger's final lap started out bad, 
but ended up much better. He finished 
right where he wanted to be. 

“I gassed on the last lap and couldn't 
get the bike started," said Plessinger. 
"Scott caught me. It finally started and I 
took off. I put time on Scott immediately, 
almost 10 to 15 seconds. Then I buried it 
in a mud hole. I was off the bike and 
couldn't get it out..Scott had already 
went by me when spectators helped me 
to get my bike out and get going again. 
Then, right when I caught back up to 
Scott, he fell. After that I just pulled 
away." 

Rounding out the top five was Mis- 
souri's Steve Leivan. The Yamaha rider 
will remember this as his best National 
finish to date. єх

VIRGINIA CITY, NV, MAY 13-14 
he year was 1971, Richard Nixon 
was president, Joe Frazier held 
the World Champion Boxing 
title, gasoline was only 50 cents 
a gallon and Leroy Kay won the first 
running of the Western States Racing 
Association's, Virginia City Grand Prix. 

Since that time, the VCGP has 
become one of the most popular two- 
day Grands Prix in the Western states. 
Such notable off-road legends like Carl 
Cranke, Jack Johnson and Dan Ashcraft 
have all found their way into the win- 
ner's circle. In the mid-80s Larry Roesel- 
er came along and dominated the event 
up through 1991. In 1992, after having a 
$1000 bounty placed on his head, Larry 
gave up his reign to Rodney Smith. In 
1993, it was Danny Hamel's turn to be 
top dog and in 1994, Ty Davis was the 
overall winner. 

This annual Mother's Day event has 
also become known for its unpredictable 
weather - and 1995 was no exception. 
On Friday night, May showers (with the 
help of some 20 and 30 temperatures), 
turned into May snows and on Saturday 
morning the almost 400 Novice (and a 
handful of Vintage) riders headed out 
toward the snow-covered Dayton Val- 
ley. Racers lined up on the asphalt in 
rows of 10 and took off at 15-second 
intervals. This year's course was a 17- 
mile loop made up of tight, twisty, 
rocky sections, a few uphills and a 
whole lot of mudholes. 

"The first loop was pretty good, but 
it sure got sloppy after that," said Jake 
Himphill, who came around in second 





position on the first loop. ^I was riding 
real smooth until I bailed on the second 
lap. I went to pick my bike up and 
someone clipped me from behind. I 
dropped a couple spots so I'm not sure 
where I finished." 

As the snow continued to melt, each 
lap became considerably muddier. “I 
know I led the first couple*laps,” 
claimed Kawasaki-mounted Kevin Stan- 
ley of San Martin, California. “Му front 
brake locked up, the whole wheel was 
caked with mud. It took about 15 min- 
utes before I could free it up and get 
going again." 

About three quarters through the 
course, a giant lake of mud developed 
and began swallowing riders one by 
one. Twelve-year-old 80cc Beginner 
Todd Haney got a quick lesson on how 
not to cross mudholes. Halfway 
through, he discovered that his motor 
didn't quite have enough horsepower to 
make it the rest of the way. He then 
became a sitting duck as passing riders 
would roost by him on each side, com- 
pletely covering the young, but quick- 
learning Novice. “I’ve been stuck in here 
for about 15 minutes, every time I try to 
pull my bike out somebody comes by 
and covers me with mud again. It’s so 
deep, I can't get it out!” 

Rod Kreiss had a great ride, finishing 
high in the 125cc Novice class. "Starting 
in the first row was definitely an advan- 
tage," said the Suzuki pilot. "The course 
was great, but some of the muddy 
uphills were tricky on this 125. I just 
hung in there trying to keep a consistent 
pace for each lap." Chrystal Ponsock, 
aboard a Kawasaki, was also on the gas 
and even though the results for Satur- 


















































day's race are unofficial, she should 
come out on top in the Women's class. 
Bill Henry of Santa Rosa, California, 
topped the Vintage class aboard his 1974 
Husqvarna. 

The course definitely took its toll on 
tires as Dave "Firehose" Bombard and 
the Team Green pit crew volunteered 
their services and repaired over 30 flats. 
Even Larry Roeseler and Ty Davis were 
under the big green tent throwing tires 
on top of barrels and putting in new 
tubes to help riders get back out and fin- 
ish the race. "The most important part is 
just to help keep these guys going," 
explained Bombard. “We really don't 
care what brand of motorcycle they are 
riding, we just basically want to help 
out and keep everyone in the event.” 








Mother Nature was at it again for 
Sunday morning’s race. An increase in 
temperature turned snow into rain and 
the course became a quagmire. The 
WSRA quickly reworked parts of the 
course to bypass some of the giant mud 
vats that developed. The 200 Expert and 
Amateur riders lined up in the rain, tak- 
ing off shortly after 10 a.m. 

At the start, the riders made an 
abrupt left-hand turn, shot off a jump 
and then headed out into the hills. First 
through the pits was Team Green’s 
Danny Hamel, turning the lap in just 
over 26 minutes. Two minutes off his 
pace was Aaron Sykes, the 15-year old 
phenom from District 36. Ty Davis fol- 
lowed shortly thereafter, having picked 
up a lot of positions from his eighth-row 
start. In fourth was Kevin Janson, riding 
a Honda, with Brian Garrahan and 
Larry Roeseler, both on Kawasakis, hot 
on his heels. Riders were literally cov- 
ered in mud, each having to stop at their 
pits to have their number plates cleaned 
and grab a fresh pair of goggles. 

Almost everyone had figured that 
this was going to be Ty’s race. His rid- 
ing of late has been almost unbeatable 
and, with the course being as tight and 
short as it was, not to mention the

weather conditions, he was a shoe-in to 
take the event for the second time. 
Everyone in the pits was anxious to see 
if he could close the gap on Hamel as 
they waited for the riders to come 
around for the second lap. But it was 
still the recently crowned, five-time, 
Hare & Hound Champion leading the 
race, and Hamel had stretched that lead 
to nearly three minutes. On adjusted 
time he was now one and a half minutes 
ahead of Davis, who did work his way 
into second. Sykes moved back to third 
with Roeseler hot on his tail and in com- 
mand of the fourth spot. Brian Garra- 
han’s brother, Patrick, plowed his way 
through the pack, pulling into the pits 
fifth. Cole Marshall, on a Honda, and 
Mark Kerling, riding a Yamaha, were in 



































close pursuit. By the third lap, the rain 
had stopped and the ground fog began 
to settle in. 

"The fog on the ground made it hard 
to see the rocks," said Davis. "The ruts 
were getting really deep and dodging 
downed riders became really tricky." 

Hamel continued to stretch his lead 
and, at the halfway point, had put a lit- 
tle over five minutes on teammate 
Davis. 

“I was concerned about starting in 
front of Larry and Ty," explained 
Hamel. “When you race against the 
clock, sometimes it's an advantage to 
start behind. That way you always 


know where your competition is. I knew 
Ty was going to be tough to stay in front 
of but you can never count L.R. out 
either, he still is capable of winning this 
race." In the meantime, Roeseler had 
put a lock on third and, by the sixth lap, 
Marshall passed Sykes to take over 
fourth. 

In the Amateur class, Craig Hoyt, 
aboard a 250cc Kawasaki, had worked 
his way into the top 10. “I really felt 
good the first few laps," explained Hoyt. 
"I was going strong, but there was so 
much mud I took my goggles off and 
then lost my glasses. I was tired but got 
my second wind about the sixth lap and 
went for it." Hoyt ended up top amateur 
for the day with Jeff Wilson finishing 
second and Erick Elgauen taking the 
third spot. 

Hamel crossed the finish line first 
after three hours and 43 minutes of rac- 
ing. “In places, the course was the con- 
sistency of drywall taping mud," said 
Hamel, now a two-time VCGP winner. 
“I had a great ride, though. I just kept 
trying to pick up the pace each lap. I 
knew. Ty and Larry were running sec- 
ond and third, but you can never count 
those guys out. I had to change rear tires 
оп lap six; my pit crew had me out of 
there in a little over a minute. Other 
than that, I just had a smooth ride." 

Hamel ended up winning the event 
with close to a six-minute margin. Davis 
and Roeseler were second and third 
with Kerling in fourth, Marshall fifth,

Brian Garrahan in sixth and Sykes fin- 
ishing seventh. 

“It was definitely muddy out there,” 
said Roeseler, a seven-time VCGP win- 
ner. “I’m glad I was on my 500, the extra 
horsepower came in handy in the deep 
mud and on the uphills. I was having to 
change goggles almost every lap. My 
wife Liz was busy cleaning them and 
putting in new Roll-Offs each time I 
came around. There sure were a lot of 
guys stuck out there.” 

Aaron Sykes, the young rider out of

District 36, was definitely the crowd 
favorite and didn’t disappoint them. 
“This was only my third ride as an 
Expert,” said Sykes. “My arms started 
pumping on the first lap and I bailed 
once passing a lapper. Other than that I 
thought it was a really fun course and I 
had a good time.” 

When asked what was next on the 
young rider’s race agenda, Sykes went 
on to say that he was heading to Baja for 
the first time, to race the 500. “I’m all 
signed up but, as of now, I don’t have a 





partner so I'll probably end up soloing 
the race.” 

Gil Grieve finished ninth overall to 
win the Vet Expert class with Eric Von 
Urff finishing second. Gary Vanderpool 
won the Senior class with Tom Webb 
finishing second. Bill “Biscuits” Verbis- 
cio also raced and is the only person to 
have raced all 25 Virginia City Grands 
Prix. “I’ve not missed one yet. I hope I 
can say the same when I’m a hundred!” 

The FMF box van and Hylton Beattie, 
with his friend Kevin (who was visiting 
from South Africa), were on hand to 
support the racers and pit a few riders. 
They also awarded a free pipe to the 
racer who finished with the most beat- 
up pipe. Scott Lovelace, on a Honda 
CR250, was the lucky recipient. Other 
vendors were also there to provide parts 
and riding gear, while food and drink 
concessions helped create a fun atmos- 
phere for all who attended. 

WSRA had their hands full maintain- 
ing the course and tracking the riders. 
They put on a well-organized event 
and, even though it was wet and 
muddy, the riders had a great time and 
a lot of new stories to tell their friends 
back home. WSRA plans to return to 
Virginia City in 1996, but there are a 
few “local folk” who aren't too excited 
to see the event come back. If you are a 
past entrant or have never ridden the 
VCGP and would like to in the future, 
the WSRA urges you to drop a line to 
the Virginia City Chamber of Com- 
merce, thanking them for being able to 
use their town for the couple of days 
and telling them how much you would 
like to see it continue. €N

: World Championship Observed Trials Series

BILSTAIN, BELGIUM, MAY 13-14 
ordi Tarres may well be the 
most successful trials rider of 
all time with his record of six 
World Championships, yet in 
winning the fourth round of 
the 1995 series, he proved just 
how hard he is trying for an 

unbelievable seventh crown. 

Tarres showed incredible determina- 
tion and single-mindedness in Belgium. 
The event was staged once again in the 
trial park at Bilstain, near Verviers. Tar- 
res' entire life was given, as it always is, 
to cleaning sections, winning trials and 
collecting titles. Always working, 
always scheming... 

When some riders were having 
lunch, Tarres was practicing. When 
they were having tea, Tarres was out 
looking at sections. And when it was 
dark, Tarres was still looking at sections 
- with a flashlight. The dedication dis- 
played by the talented Spaniard is so 
complete, that it’s almost frightening. 
But how it works... 

The Belgian trial was almost every- 
thing Tarres said he would struggle 
with, as it was set over many man- 
made obstacles built from quarried 
rock. 

“When we get many technical sec- 
tions, the younger riders are very 
strong and maybe can beat me,” said 
Tarres. “I would prefer many slippery, 
greasy sections where finding grip is 
not easy, you must feel for it.” 

At Bilstain - often the scene of ankle- 
deep mud. - the dust was billowing 
down the bare dirt roads in the small 
off-road park. Grip was not a problem, 
it was all about skill and nerve. 

All except for one very telling sec- 
tion that showed up a glaring fault in 
the power delivery of 95 percent of cur- 
rent trials engines. The fourth hazard 
included a short but almost vertical 
loose climb that needed some real 
wheel-spinning top-end power. The 
current crop of motors - packed to the 
hilt with mid-range - just couldn’t cope. 
They simply ran out of steam on the top 
- all except for Marc Colomer’s factory 
Montesa Cota. Colomer’s four-mark 
loss in this section almost won him the 
trial. In contrast, even Tarres lost 10 
points, Tommi Ahvala 11, and fifth- 
place finisher Joan Pons - aboard the 
mighty Gas Gas JT35 - cast away 13. 

Tarres’ second win of the season 
makes him the first rider to score a dou- 
ble victory, as Colomer and Tommi 
Ahvala each boast one win apiece. Tar- 
res still, however, trails the ever-consis- 
tent Colomer in the series point stand- 
ings by a single point, 71-70. Ahvala, 
the third man in the ‘95 title chase - had 
a terrible day and finished seventh, 
dropping 13 points behind Tarres. 
While Colomer’s challenge for the 
crown appears to be stronger than ever, 
Tarres is determined to fend off the 
youngsters for at least one more year. 
The factory Gas Gas rider already has 
an iron-clad grip on the winningest tri- 
als rider ever titled, but still, he wants 
more. 

The opening lap around the 14-sec- 
tion loop was run as usual on Saturday,

and the very long, dry, dusty and tech- 
nical sections pushed riders very close 
to the three-minute time limit. If it had 
rained - as was forecast - several would 
have been almost impossible to com- 
plete in the allotted time. Colomer, 
intense as ever, set the early pace which 
included a confidence-boosting two 
dabs on the dreaded section four - and 
he didn’t even lose them on the climb! 
Only Tarres and Ahvala salvaged threes 
here through sheer determination, as 
the rest of the 36 entrants failed totally. 

But as so often happens these days, 
Tarres took a couple of sections to get 
the measure of the place and then 
moved in to dominate. This was a clas- 
sic case. í 

As the riders signed off at the end of 
the opening day's 14 sections, Tarres 
was exactly where he likes to be - in 
front. Being in the lead means that the 
champ can dictate the second day's 
play. His score of 17 kept him two 
ahead of Colomer and Ahvala in a pre- 
dictable 1-2-3. In fourth was the back- 
on-form Bruno Camozzi, while Doug 
Lampkin did well to rescue fifth follow- 
ing a big crash and two fives early on. 
In sixth was Pons. The poker-faced 











Spaniard - who is riding with Italian 
sponsorship in the Italian National 
Championships this season - just 
doesn't look relaxed this season. But 
looking very relaxed, and at long last 
looking a very real threat, was diminu- 
tive Amos Bilbao in seventh - and with 
more to come. 

Sunday saw Tarres start at the back 
of the pack as of right, and he stayed 
there, watching every move like a 
hawk. All of his rivals were in the open. 
First to crack was Ahvala, who totally 
went to pieces after falling in the tough 
fourth section. Ahvala crashed from 
third overnight to a disappointing sev- 
enth at the death. 

Tarres was turning the screw and his 
total of 15 was again the best of the lap 
as Bilbao surprised everyone with the 
second-best score of 17. Better even 
than Colomer, who struggled, just as he 
had the previous day, with the last four 
sections. Lampkin was on the move 
though, and his six cleans were double 
his first-lap haul. 

On the final circuit, Tarres proved 
again that it takes more than just rid- 
ing skill to win a trial. Colomer was 
riding absolutely brilliantly on the last 
lap and had in fact dropped a mere 
four marks over the opening 10 sec- 
tions. In contrast, Tarres was having а 
nightmare and his 13 up to that point 





included a five in the easy first 
section. 

But realizing that the lead had 
slipped away, Tarres suddenly 
changed tactics, slipped ahead of 
Colomer, and put in a devastat- 
ing finish. Tarres only lost a sin- 
gle point in the final four sec- 
tions, keeping his loop total 
down to 14. Over those same 
four sections, Colomer suddenly 
lost his concentration, cast eight 
points away, and once again had 
to watch his arch-rival snatch the 
glory and the 20 championship 
points. 

In front of these two - on the 
course, anyway - some real 
action was brewing between 
Lampkin and Bilbao. The Beta 
riders are good friends, and both 
were suddenly brim-full of confi- 
dence. Through the first 10 sec- 
tions Lampkin matched Colomer 
with a four-mark loss, while Bil- 
bao was only a point further 
adrift. Each was loathe to take 
his feet off the pegs. 

Lampkin finished the last four 
sections three-clean-three-clean 
for a 10-mark final card, which 
proved to be the best single lap 
of the trial. Bilbao couldn't quite 
match this, and in fact was very 
annoyed with his three in the final sec- 
tion, set on the steep banking behind 
the Dison Motor Club's clubhouse. 
Although Bilbao tied with Lampkin on 
points - 55 each - he had to give his best, 
as Lampkin was placed higher after Sat- 
urday's opening loop. 

Tarres was obviously happy to win 
following his third-place "disaster" in 
Ireland. 

"Yes, I am happy, mainly because 
my tactic of moving ahead of Marc 
: worked," said Tarres. ^I am very close 
to him in the championship now, yes?" 

Colomer, understandably, was not 
too keen to talk about it at all, having 
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just cast what looked to Бе a certain win 
away in the final four sections. 

"Yes, the trial was okay, but I can't 
believe how I rode in those final sec- 
tions," he said, without looking up. 

Lampkin had a spring in his step as 
he went to the prize presentation. 

"It was a good trial, not a bad variety 
of sections," said Lampkin. ^A lot of 
technical stuff, but some big hills as 
well. You have to be able to ride every- 
thing. I still make some daft mistakes, 
but doesn't everybody? I am trying not 
to - it’s coming." 

Bilbao was surprisingly quiet at the 
end, saying, “I rode well enough for

third and I am disappointed that I did 
not make the top three. I am riding well 
now, I finished second to Jordi (beating 
Colomer) in the Spanish National last 
week, and I am very happy with my 
form." 

Grinning, Bilbao added, "Say hello 
to all my American fans for me!” 

Ahvala was naturally feeling pretty 
low, following his crash down to sev- 
enth on the day. “The fourth section 
was psychologically important to me. 
When I didn’t make it all my confidence 
seemed to go. I tried but nothing hap- 
pened - I don’t really know what to do 
about that.” 


Japanese wonder kid Kenichi 
Kuroyama was in the points again fol- 
lowing his big sixth-place breakthrough 
in Ireland, and his three consistent laps 
yielded a 12th-place finish for the 16- 
year-old. 

“I found this difficult, sure, but I'm 
learning and I enjoyed the trial,” said 
the Japanese youngster, who rides like 
he hasn't a care in the world. If he can 
stay that way when the pressure is on, 
maybe he will be the one to finally take 
over from Tarres. CN

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Schmitt victorious 
at Hangtown 
“Sound of Thunder”

SACRAMENTO, CA, MAY 7 

onnie Schmitt roared to double 
Dz victories at round one of the 

Sound of Thunder four-stroke rac- 
ing series run in conjunction with the 
Hangtown National Motocross. Schmitt, 
a two-time World Champion motocross- 
er from Minnesota, emerged from a 
short-lived retirement to easily domi- 
nate the field. Schmitt, who retired from 
the 250cc Grand Prix circuit at the end of 
the 1994 season, will contest all four 
rounds of the series mounted on a 600cc 
CCM newly imported from Great 
Britain. 

Husaberg-mounted Gary Beyer took 
the holeshot in the first moto, followed 
by Terry Fowler and Kenny Olsen, also 
on Husabergs. Number-one-plate hold- 
er Greg Zitterkopf took his KTM to a 
fourth-place start. 

Schmitt set the tone early, however, 
advancing from a back-of-the-pack start 
to the lead position by the end of the 
first lap. Another prerace favorite, Hus- 
aberg's Lance Smail, experienced 
mechanical difficulty at the start and got 
away half a lap down. 

Schmitt immediately began to 
stretch out his advantage, leaving the 
others to argue over second. Gordon 
Ward was the first to move up and 
challenge Beyer for second spot, swap- 
ping the position back and forth. Zit- 
terkopf had faltered early in the race

and slipped back in the pack, but began 
to steadily move up, regaining sixth 
place by lap four. At the same time, 
Smail was mounting an impressive 
charge from last place. 

Zitterkopf was eventually able to 
challenge and pass Ward for third place, 
and close in on Beyer for second. Zit- 
terkopf then passed Beyer on the penul- 
timate lap, with Smail following suit 
Shortly thereafter. With one-half lap 
remaining, Smail ducked underneath 
Zitterkopf for second. 

Small's momentum could take him 
no further, however, as Schmitt held a 
more than 20-second advantage. 
Schmitt took the victory, followed by 
Smail and Zitterkopf in second and 
third, respectively. : 

Moto two opened with Smail in the 
lead, followed by Fowler, Zitterkopf and 
Schmitt. Schmitt moved into second on 
the first uphill, while Zitterkopf retained 
third place and all three front-runners 
began to pull away from the rest of the 
field. 

Zitterkopf put a move on Schmitt for 
second on lap two and held the position 
for the first half of the race, although not 
by much. Schmitt was able to regain the 
position on the big downhill and set off 
after Smail. Schmitt caught Smail and 
went by over the finish-line jump, 
pulling out to an immediate six-second 
lead. With that move the finishing order 
was set, Schmitt taking the win over 
Smail and Zitterkopf. N

Lommel Prestige-cross 
Albertyn’s 
European vacation

LOMMEL, BELGIUM, MAY 14 
G reg Albertyn took advantage of a 
break in the AMA MxX schedule to 
return to Europe for a long week- 
end, but the South African-born three- 
time World Champion found life just as 
difficult at his old stomping grounds, as 
the local sand-riding experts pushed him 
down to seventh place overall in the Pres- 
tige-cross at the tortuous Heerserbergen 
track at Lommel in northeastern Belgium, 
the same location where the Motocross 
des Nations will be held in 1997. 

The race had been billed as the con- 
frontation of the big guns from the 250 
and 500cc GPs and, despite the absence 
of the Italian teams, the entry list literally 
sparkled even before Albertyn signed up. 

Unfortunately local matador Jacky 
Martens was an injury-enforced specta- 
tor, and 250cc World series pace-setter 
Tallon Vohland also withdrew at the 
last minute, but the remaining famous 
names from the GP scene provided 
some classic action for a disappointingly 
low crowd of only 2000; erroneous fore- 
casts of showery weather, plus the 
counter attraction within a five mile 
radius of an international triathlon and 
a drag race took their toll. 

The track also took its toll on both 
man and machine, and no team fared 
worse than the official Johnson-Bieffe 
Suzuki GP squad. 

Debuting new bikes which fitted their 
factory engines and Showa works sus- 
pension in 1996 pre-production frames, 
both Marnicq Bervoets and Werner 
Dewit were embarrassingly eliminated 
from the first 30-minute-plus-two-lap 
moto when their engines sucked in sand 
through the new larger airbox. 

Dewit saved face with a runaway 
second moto win, but the team had wor- 
ries of another kind as World title con- 
tender Bervoets was taken to the med- 
ical tent from a first turn collision with 
ankle injuries which threaten his partici- 
pation in the Finnish GP. 

Five support races had already 
roughened up the track before the first 
confrontation of the star names, but the 
big bikes still dominated proceedings. 

Carlo Hulsen was the man to watch 
in the first race as he quickly passed 
Johan Boonen to storm away from the 
pack. “I’ve got my confidence back 
again after all those crashes at the start 
of the year,” said Boonen. “It all seemed 
too easy.” His fastest lap was a full three 
seconds faster than anyone else. 

Albertyn, riding hard but with an eye 
to the upcoming U.S. Nationals, was 
never a factor among the leaders. “Jeez, 
those big four-strokes go fast,” said 
Albertyn of getting passed by Smets, 
“but I got him back when he fell down!” 
They finished 5-6. 

Another block of support races, 
including one for the sidehacks, gave 
the more maneuverable 250s the advan- 
tage in race two and Dewit needed no 
second invitation to be up and away, the 
Dutch 250 star Leon Giesbers only get- 
ting close when the Belgian eased his 
pace in the closing laps. 








Hulsen, sensing a major win, had 
snatched second on lap two but had to 
quit midrace in pain from an injured 
knee. 

That threw the overall wide open as 
Boonen moved up to third, while Everts 
clawed his way through the pack again. 

The Kawasaki turned the tables on 
the Husky with a pass through the 
roughest section of the entire track with 
just over two laps to the finish. 

Smets recovered magnificently from 
the collision which had put Bervoets out 
to finish a strong fourth, while Albertyn, 
initially fifth, dropped down to eighth at 
the finish. 

‘ The last man to nail him was fellow 
South African Paul Cooper, who had 
come from 13th after 15 minutes. CN

As Simmons went out to the 
berm, Beck dove to the inside ала made the 
pass. 

On the following lap Schlickenmeyer got a 
break as Simmons spun out while attempting to 
go for the same double jump. Simmons 
regrouped quickly and caught up to Schlicken- 
meyer. As Schlickenmeyer went around a slow- 
er rider he was forced to the extreme outside 
when the rider went to the outside also. This left 
Simmons with a clear inside line, and he 
motored back into second. Beck took the check- 
ered for the win. Schlickenmeyer chased Sim- 
mons to the line but came up a bike-length short 
and had to settle for third. 

Moto two saw Mark Stroup grab the 
holeshot with Beck hot on his heels, a few riders. 
back, Schlickenmeyer was doing his best to hold 
off Simmons, who seemed to have made a clean 
pass, but he bobbled and lost a few bike lengths 
on Schlickenmeyer. 

Simmons then made a pass down the back 
straight, but Schlickenmeyer was far from fin- 
ished as he repassed Simmons in the tight esses. 

Once back into second Schlickenmeyer began 
to close on Beck, but the white flag had just come 
out and Beck rode flawlessly to the checkered for 
the overall win with Schlickenmeyer right there 











waiting for the error that never materialized. 
Schlickenmeyer wound up second in the overall 
standings followed by Simmons.

A Honda CR250 piloted by someone with the 
name McGrath took home a pair of wins in the 
first race of the season at the Hurricane Hills MX 
track, only this was not the factory Honda star 
Jeremy McGrath, but rather local 250/Open C 
and 16-24 C class rider Jason McGrath.

At the start of moto two, it was McGrath 
again with the quick clutch hand as he got the 
holeshot ahead of Wes Pogue, Huber and Bjorn- 
son trailing. On lap two, Pogue slipped to fourth 
as Huber and Bjornson moved to second and 
third. On lap three, as Huber was about to try 
again to get around McGrath, he crashed in a 
whoop section and remounted in seventh. This 
gave McGrath the sure win. Bjornson was sec- 
ond, Pogue third and Chad Felt was fourth. 

In 250cc B class action, Chris Hinds was the 
early leader in the opening moto, as he got to the 
new right hand first corner ahead of Tim Rood 
and Bern Seleski. Since the B class ran in with 
the A class, seven laps of track time was given to 
both classes. Hinds remained in front until the 
second lap, when Rood made his move around. 
This was all Rood needed to secure the moto 
win as Hinds held on to second. Seleski was 
third and Kirk Moorehead moved up to fourth. 

Moto two proved to be less exciting as Rood 
took the win from start to finish. Behind him 
again was Hinds, who finished a lonesome sec- 
ond with Seleski third again and Craig Stickfort 
rounding out the top five.

Todd Cipala fired up his big gun and showed 
everyone in town who's boss at the District 23 
season-opening hillclimb.

He bailed off and his bike 
cartwheeled 50-feet through the air, over the 
snow fence and into the trees. Parmeter was 
uninjured, and immediately shook off the spill 
so that he could concentrate on his upcoming 
500cc class run. 

Parmeter held the 500cc class lead after the 
first round with a 7.529, but was beat out in the 
second round by Mike Wood, Todd Cipala and 
Bradley Krautt. Parmeter waited confidently for 
his second try at the hill and snatched back the 
top spot with an almost perfect ride of 7.095. 
Cipala was second, Krautt was third. 

In the 250cc class - the day's largest with 41 
entries - odds were on Jeff Piontek for the win 
after his first round ride of 8.891, followed close- 
ly by Jesse Minder at 9.160 and Piontek's cousin 
Dan Shala in third with a 9.179. That all 
changed, though, when local rider Ryan 
Lawrence came back in the second round with a 
7.693 for the win. 

Lawrence proved that his 250cc class win 
was no fluke by qualifying for the 80 Open final, 
which is open to the day's 10 fastest riders.

Mike McCutcheon has been flirting with AA sta- 
tus on several good rides this year and at Still- 
water, he put it all together for the Overall win. 
After three weeks of rain the course was 
extremely wet with the trail consisting of miles 
of slick, slimy, red clay that had the same consis- 
tency as grease. Bridges were built over the low 
crossing areas and tractors were standing by. to 
pull vehicles “in” to the camp area. A portion of 
the course was on Guy Cooper's land and 
included a trials section and a portion of his per- 
sonal motocross track. The trials section was a 
special test for A and B riders only on the first 
loop nearly all were on the ground or stuck as 
its difficulty factor was very high. Cooper uses it. 
for "fun practice." 

The course originally intended to run 103 
miles was cut short at 63.4 as the trail had deteri- 
orated to the point that many riders never left 
the gas stop and the ones who did voiced no 
complaint at the early stoppage. McCutcheon 
took advantage of his row-one starting position 
to skirt the deepest mud holes dropping twelve 
points before the event was stopped. Steve 
Travis, the current BJEC points leader, started 
on row 39 on his Honda CR250 and encountered 
endless bottlenecks as the trail had already dis- 
integrated by the time he arrived. Scores in the 
hundreds were common for the A and B riders 
who soldiered on to the end. The trail was very 
well marked and immaculately prepared which 
contributed greatly to the event going off at all. 

Tom Johnson in the Senior C class put in an 
inspired ride losing 113 points, and beating his 
closest competitor by 114 points...proving that 
sometimes, they aren't won by seconds.

Mark Liti captured the overall after two hard- 
fought motos in the 125cc B class in round two 
of the District five Team Suzuki Spring Series 
held at Pleasure Valley Raceway. 

Moto one began with Chad Oppy, on a 125 
for the first time in two years, taking the 
holeshot. Following the quick Oppy off the line 
was Liti, secure in second place for the whole 
moto, but with no real chance of catching Oppy. 
The battles in this moto were for the third and 
fourth positions. Doug Stofko, running third off 
the gate, was being pressured by James Fry and 
Eric Paris. Fourth-placed Fry was passed by 
Paris on the straightaway, then Paris also passed 
third-placed Stofko through the next turn. 

Fry, now displaced to fifth, was able to get 
past Stofko on his way into the bowl turn, and 
then back around Paris going over the following 
tabletop, moving into third. 

During the next lap, Stofko crashed going 
over the whoops, and allowed Brad Astolos to 
slide into the top five. 

Running a secured third, Fry crashed over 
the slick finish-line jump, but was back up 
quickly and able to catch and pass Paris over the 
tunnel jump. 

Justin Paris, who had been working his way 
through the pack from a bad start, moved in on 
Astolos over the tabletop. On the white-flag lap, 
Oppy had pulled an 11-second lead over Liti, Fry 
had third secured, Eric Paris crashed down at the 
bottom of the track, and coming back up the hill 
was Astolos in fourth instead of Justin Paris. 

Moto two found Liti first out of the gate but 
after a crash in the first turn the race had to be 
red-flagged because of the rider's need for med- 
ical attention. On the restart, Liti on his Suzuki 
was again out front, and that's where he stayed 
for the entire moto, never looking back. 

Fry was in second, being hounded by Eddie 
Karban and Astolos, with Jason Pahandish 
rounding out the top five. As lap two began, 
Astolos cased a set of doubles that claimed many 
riders throughout the day, leaving fourth to 
Pahandish, and allowing Oppy to move into the 
top five. Riders were dropping like flies and on 
lap three Oppy had moved into third place and 
was pressuring Karban. Before he could make 
the pass, he also crashed, leaving third to Mike 
Bobroski, followed by Astolos and Pahandish.

Burleson Motocross

BURLESON, TX, MAY 13 

Travis Spann was the only rider that prevented 
Charley Bogard from a 10-moto sweep during 
the first NMA Ponca City Area Qualifier in 
Texas, at Burleson MX Park. 

Bogard finished up with perfect aces in four 
of his five entered classes that included the 125cc 
Stock and Modified Intermediate, 125cc School- 
boy and 250cc Stock and Modified Intermediate 
classes. 

Spann holeshot all four motos of the 250cc 
Stock and Modified Intermediate events, forcing 
Bogard to pass for the lead in his debut ride on 
his Suzuki RM250. 

The second 250cc Modified Intermediate 
moto saw Bogard take a soil sample in the first 
turn and come back to challenge Spann for the 
lead on lap four. When Bogard blasted through 
the whoops he barely edged in front of Spann 
when his back end washed out not 10 feet after 
the pass, Bogard flipped through the air in one 
direction, while his bike went the other. 

“I knew Charley was going to bite it,” said 
Spann. “His back end was flopping every which 
way when he passed me.” 

“I thought it was the last lap,” said Bogard. 
"That's why I went for it because there were 
only two turns left to the finish line." 

Spann's 2-1 finish awarded him the overall 
win, while a 2-2 in the Stock class gave him sec- 
ond overall behind Bogard, who was unstop- 
pable in the 125cc events. 

Ryan Wallace took the top spot in the Super 
Mini races with a pair of first-place scores, in 
addition to battle with Mark Thompson for the 
overall in the 80cc Stock (14-16) class. 

Thompson holeshot and led from start to fin- 
ish in moto one of the (14-16) class, while Wal- 
lace came from third to first in three laps to win 
the second go around and the overall. , 

Wallace was able to keep Thompson behind 
him in both motos of the Super Mini event for 
the top score of the day, but it was Thompson 
who claimed the 14-16 Modified outing with a 
1-1 tally. t 

Charlie Smith traveled all the way from 
Houston to attend the opening round of the 
Ponca City Qualifiers, winning two of his three

of the Texas Series the following day.

Holland hauls in Bounty 
Hunter Motocross loot

LOS BANOS, CA, MAY 13 

The opening round of the 1995 Bounty Hunter 
Series provided an outstanding night of race 
action. From the sportsman ranks to the Pros, 
the action saw non-stop excitement on the new 
supercross track designed and built by Aaron 
Pipes. Rusty Holland rode to victory in four of 
the five motos he raced, including the 15-lap 
Bounty Hunter Main Event. Holland was fol- 
lowed home by Pat Bennett, CMA's defending 
champion. Bennett struggled a little in the early 
going, but by the end of the night was turning in 
some of the fastest lap times of the evening. 
Rookie Pro, Nathan Woods, rode in his first 
Bounty Hunter Main Event as a Pro, and proved 
to be one to contend with this season as he 
nabbed third. 

The 10 fastest riders lined up in single file, 
with the fastest qualifier in the rear. From the 
drop of the flag it appeared to be a Jeff Pestana 
feeding frenzy. The Honda R&D rider, who 
started in the eighth position, took control of 
second in only three laps. The leader by this 
time was Woods, who also was on the move, 
having started in sixth. The battle for the lead 
between rookie pro Woods and the wily veteran 
Pestana lasted only one lap. While making a bid 
for the lead, Pestana tried to cut to the inside of 
Woods after the big air double, but he cut it just 
a little too close and just kissed Woods’ rear tire. 
Pestana fell to the ground in a heap. 











“1 barely touched his tire,” said a dejected 
Pestana. “I can’t believe it was enough to take 
me out. What a hazard.” 

With Pestana out of the race, second place 
fell into the hands of Holland. Being the fastest 
qualifier, Holland started in the 10th position. 
As the riders crossed the finish line at the half- ` 
way poirft, Holland had charged up to the rear 
of Woods, bringing Bennett and Suzuki-mount- 
ed Rick Ryan with him. By lap eight, Holland 
found an opening and flew by a surprised 
Woods. While everyone else had been taking the 
big double jump one at a time, Holland was the 
only rider to consistently clear them both. As 
Holland set up Woods on the outside coming 
into the jump, Woods was unable to cut off the 
line of the Suzuki rider and Holland literally 
sailed over his head, picking up three bike 
lengths going into the next turn. 

Now all eyes turned to third place rider Pat 
Bennett, who kept getting stronger and faster as 
the race progressed. Bennett, who had started in 
seventh position, would make his move on 
Woods through the vicious rocker section. While 
Woods was doubling through the rockers, Ben- 
nett was dancing across the tops of them, pass- 
ing a tiring Woods on the outside. By now Hol- 
land's lead had grown to five seconds over 
Bennett. Although Bennett was blazing fast in 
the rockers Holland would use the big double to 
hold his advantage to the checkered flag. Ben- 
nett finished second, with Woods third, fol- 
lowed by Ryan and rounding out the top five 
was Yamaha rider Scott Davis.

One thing is certain - even if he does 
e-appear at the Italian Grand Prix, it 
on't be the Kevin Schwantz we all 
remember. Thanks to the wrist and hip 
juries that ruined the end of his 1994 
Beason and the beginning of his “95 
ampaign, the swashbuckling Kevin 
Schwantz of old is no longer. Gone are 
he days when Schwantz could regu- 
arly run the Lucky Strike Suzuki into 
orners beyond the absolute limit of 
he brakes, flick it on its side at the 
apex, and slide its Michelin tires over 
апа above any form of adhesion on the 
exit. - 

And gone also is stand-on-the-pegs 

ictory celebration that is often copied 
but never duplicated. For that reason 
alone, I’m hoping that Schwantz has 

deed decided to call it a career. While 
here is no doubt that even a less-than- 
healthy Kevin Schwantz is still good 
enough to run in the top five at any 
given Grand Prix, top five doesn't 

uch interest the Kevin Schwantz that 
[ know. 

Of all the racers who have come and 
igone during my 10 years here at Cycle 
News, Schwantz is the one who really 
started at about the same time that I 
did. In May of 1985, I covered my first 
AMA Road Race National as a free- 
lance writer and was told by then-edi- 
or John Ulrich to keep an eye on this 
kid from Texas, Kevin Schwantz. When 
I went to introduce myself to the still 
baby-faced Schwantz, his arm was 
already in a sling. Kevin, it seems, had 
been offered a ride on a Ducati and, 

ell, since it was a motorcycle, he went 
ahead and rode it. The bike threw a 
hain, flicked Kevin off and broke his 
ollarbone. 

Although I couldn't help but think 
hat Schwantz was a few french fries 
short of a Happy Meal for riding and 

rashing some guy's Ducati when he

ately. Although I never did get to see 
him race that day at Sears Point, I saw 
him race at each and every AMA 
National from that point onward in his 
fast-rising career. From that day in 
Sonoma on, Schwantz and I have had a 
good relationship - although there were 
several other times that I found myself 
frustrated by his ability to crash at 
inappropriate times. He has long been 
a welcomed house guest, and he 
always will be. 

There are certain memories I'll 
always have of Schwantz, with most of 
them coming in 1987, his final full sea- 
son of AMA racing. I recall a suddenly 
more dedicated and serious Schwantz 
(^I tried to stay out of as much trouble 
as I could at Daytona," Schwantz said 
then. "With all the stuff going on down 
at the beach I was always wanting to go 
down there and chase girls and stay out 
late and do all that.") crashing out of the 
Daytona 200 that year. I remember play- 
ing tennis with him just hours after he'd 
crashed at 160-plus mph in Brainerd's 
first turn. Just hours after the ambulance 
attendant asked him several questions: 
“Who is president?" “Reagan.” “Where 
are you?” “Brainerd, Minnesota.” “What 
day is it?" “Saturday, but as far as I slid, 
it could be Sunday.” 

I remember him hobbling. around 
the tennis court - until Wayne Rainey 
emerged from his hotel room adjacent 
to the court. The mere sight of Rainey 
forced Kevin into a normal gait, the 
Texan not wanting his rival to see him 
in pain the night before a race. If noth- 
ing else it said: “If I’m okay to play ten- 
nis, I’m okay to kick your butt tomor- 
row.” He didn’t, but not from lack of 
effort. 

I was fortunate enough to cover 
Kevin's first-ever AMA Superbike 
National victory - a stunner at Loudon 
where he beat Rainey for the first time 
all year, just two days after turning 23. 

Kevin took an immediate liking to 
this winning thing. The very next 
weekend, he bounced back from a prac- 
tice crash to beat Rainey at Road Amer- 
ica, taking his second AMA Superbike 
National in as many weekends. 

But just as quickly as he put himself

back into contention for the Superbike 
crown, he threw it all away. At Laguna 
Seca in July of 1987, Schwantz was in 
the catbird seat. Rainey had blistered a 
tire in the first leg and could manage 
no better than 12th, Schwantz had won. 
But in leg two, Schwantz threw it away 
in turn nine - again frustrating his fans 
with his ability to snatch defeat from 
the jaws of victory. Rainey finished 
fifth overall - Schwantz was 13th. And 
the battle for the title was over. Kevin 
went on to win the final three races of 
the season at Mid-Ohio, Memphis and 
Sears Point, but the ever-consistent 
Rainey was crowned as the AMA’s 
Superbike Champion. 

I also remember seeing Schwantz 
ride in the French Grand Prix in 1987. It 
was pouring rain at Le Mans that day, 
and Randy Mamola dominated on his 
Lucky Strike Yamaha. But Schwantz 
made an impact. He qualified on the 
front row, crashed in the final corner of 
the first lap in the Grand Prix, and 
remounted without a right footpeg to 
charge from 36th to ninth at the finish 
line. That’s the Schwantz I want to 
remember. 

Perhaps my finest racing memory of 
Schwantz comes from the 1988 season- 
opening Japanese Grand Prix. 
Schwantz sent shock waves through 
the Grand Prix world when he beat 
Wayne Gardner in a straight fight at 
Suzuka, in the process ending a six- 
year winless drought for Suzuki. While 
many predicted it would be Schwantz 
who would make an error in this fight 
with the defending World Champion, it 
was the Australian who erred, running 
off close to the spot where Mick 
Doohan ran off in this year’s Japanese 
GP - and the race belonged to 
Schwantz. I remember Kevin fighting 
back tears when what he’d accom- 
plished finally hit him at a party that 
night. 

It didn’t take long for Schwantz to 
become a hit with road racing fans all 
over the globe. If he wasn’t the most 
consistent motorcycle racer in the 
world, he was arguably the very 
fastest. 

Though his on-track performances 
were sometimes inconsistent, his off- 
track demeanor was the complete 
opposite. Win, lose or crash, Schwantz

same friendly kid 
that I first met that 

day at Sears Point. I never found the 
Texan to be moody, unapproachable or 
stand-offish, and he had the ability to 
look back at his own mistakes and 
laugh. If this is no longer true, then it is 
only further proof that no longer being 
able to do the things he wants to do on 
a motorcycle has become increasingly 
frustrating. 

It is unfair that when Kevin finally 
won the 500cc World Championship it 
was overshadowed by Wayne Rainey’s 
career-ending injuries. Kevin came to 
the United States Grand Prix in 1993 as 
the World Champion, only a week after 
Rainey's accident - but no one wanted 
to congratulate him with the thought 
that by doing so they would be disre- 
spectful to the injured Rainey. And so 
Schwantz's greatest moment was also 
probably one of his worst. While 
Rainey was his fiercest rival, he was 
also the racer he respected most of all. 

Although I felt dreadfully sorry for 
Wayne, I also felt sorrow for Kevin. 
Still he was able to smile and go on. But 
after having spent a few days with him 
at his ranch home outside of Austin the 
winter of his World Championship, I 
got the feeling that it was never going 
to be the same. Sure, trying to beat 
Mick Doohan had its ups, but I don't 
think Kevin ever regained the inspira- 
tion to win. At least not the same inspi- 
ration that he found in trying to beat 
Wayne Rainey. 

Now it appears to be the end of the 
road for Schwantz's road racing career 
- and why not? He's won his AMA 
Superbike Nationals, he won the Day- 
tona 200 and he won his World Cham- 
pionship. When we all sit back in 10 
years and look at what he's accom- 
plished, Schwantz will surely go down 
as one of the all-time greats, 

Right now Kevin Schwantz has 34 
points in the 1995 World Champi- 
onship point standings. It's the number 
that his uncle Daryl wore during his 
dirt track racing days. It's the number 
that Kevin wore throughout his AMA 
racing days and - with the exception of 
his year as World Champion - it's the 
number he's worn ever since.
